* Our Years 


* IME IS RELATIVE and while, to a child, a week is of long duration, the years pass swiftly for those 

of mature age who are actively engaged in worth-while pursuits. If it were possible for the human 
race to become infinitesimally small enough to exist within the planetary system of an atom, the passing 
of centuries would mark for them, in comparison, only a brief fraction of a second of earth’s time. 

Reflecting upon the brevity of human life, the Psalmist observed, ‘“The days of our years are 
threescore years and ten; and if by reason of strength they be fourscore years, yet is their strength 
labour and sorrow; for it is soon cut off, and we fly away”’ (Ps. 90: 10). Our years are compared to a 
cobweb that is wiped away, or they are “‘as a tale that is told.”’ 

When we contemplate the fact that to the God of the universe the years of our lives, which are 
all-important to us, are but a moment on the great clock of eternity, there comes to mind the Psalmist’s 
meditation, ‘“When I consider thy heavens, the work of thy fingers, the moon and the stars, which 
thou hast ordained ; What is man, that thou art mindful of him? And the son of man, that thou visitest 
him?”’ (Ps. 8: 3-4.) 

But that God is mindful of the human race which He created to inhabit the earth is very clear 
from His Word. Although He created man a little lower than the angels, he was made to have dominion 
over all the works of God’s hands. Therefore, the time of our sojourn upon earth is not only comprised of 
important years to us, but to God as well, who, through us, is working out a marvelous plan in accord- 
ance with a Divine pattern. The days of our years are a period of schooling and preparation, and for 
those who meet the qualifications, endure the tests and pass the requirements, there will come glory 
and honor in their selection for a higher calling. 

Continuing his reflection upon the mighty works of the Lord, the Psalmist exclaimed, ‘‘For a 
thousand years in thy sight are but as yesterday when it is past, and as a watch in the night’’ (Ps. 90: 4).

Saxon-Israel fact, however, and thus 
make Israel’s identity clear, because it 
has been so grossly neglected and mis- 
understood in Bible teaching and is 
essential to an understanding of the 
prophecies and plan of God as con- 
tained in the Bible. 

We see in the Bible plain guidance 
for the spiritual life of the soul, for the 
moral order of society and for the eco- 
nomic process of community and na- 
tional well-being based on justice and 
equity.

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GRABBING THE BAIT 


RUSSIA’S REPRESENTATIVE at the UN, Jacob A. Malik, 
baited the hook of appeasement with a Korean cease-fire 
proposal in his radio address. Further concealment of 
later diplomatic compromises was effected by suggesting 
that cease-fire talks be confined to military questions only. 
If a cease-fire is arranged, it is very likely that the poli- 
ticians will follow their usual custom of losing the conflict 
for us. We said in part in “Bungling Politicians,’’ Destiny 
for May 1951: 

“It is utterly impossible to come to any terms with Soviet 
Russia or Red China that they will respect short of complete 
surrender to them, and the wonder is how long it will take the 
leadership of the Anglo-Saxon world to realize this.” 


Under cover of the Berlin blockade in 1948, China fell 
into the hands of Soviet Russia. Under cover of the Korean 
War, Tibet was incorporated into the group of nations 
behind the iron curtain. Under cover of a cease-fire order 
in Korea, will the Russians make other moves in Asia, a 
major move in Europe, in Iran or elsewhere? Of one thing 
we can be certain, the negotiations for a cease-fire in the 
Far East will prove later to have been only a smoke screen 
to hide further Soviet maneuvers in the Kremlin’s plans 
for world domination. 

Already the conflict had reached a stalemate. The Com- 
munists may be using the cease-fire bid to turn this stale- 
mate into a tactical victory for them. At this writing the 
representatives of Red China and the UN are com- 
mencing their conferences. Regardless of the outcome, 
those who long for peace and hope to achieve it by dealing 
with Communism are in for keen disappointment. Even 
though a cease-fire may be effected, there will be no peace 
as the cessation of conflict in one theater of operation 
will only be a signal for trouble to break out elsewhere. 
Again we ask, When will the Anglo-Saxon world learn that 
it is impossible to have peace until the Kremlin and its 


— have been decisively defeated upon the field of 
attle. 
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Had our nation recognized this fact in the inception of 
the Korean conflict, General MacArthur would have been 
allowed to bomb the enemy when China entered the con- 
flict. If the Manchurian enemy sanctuary and the one- 
track railroad over which Soviet Russia was sending sup- 
plies to both China and North Korea had been bombed, 
in all likelihood Red China would long before this have 
been seeking peace on terms of our own making. By what- 
ever name the politicians may choose to call any results 
that will follow the present negotiated cease-fire proposals, 
they will at best be only the appeasement of an evil ag- 
gressor for which we shall be called upon later to pay 
dearly. 


HUMPTY DUMPTY 


GENERAL Dwicut EIsENHOWER is charged with the task 
of rebuilding the defenses of Europe. The purpose .is to 
put the nations of Europe back on their feet again and 
enable them to stand before possible future aggressive 
acts on the part of Soviet Russia. Coupled with building 
up European defenses has been the endeavor first under 
the Marshall Plan to bring economic stability to the Con- 
tinent. Billions of American taxpayers’ money have been 
spent in the last few years with this end in view. 

Today Americans are beginning to ask themselves some 
questions. They want to know what has been accom- 
plished by this lavish spending of the taxpayer’s dollars. 
Is world peace nearer accomplishment today because of 
our dispersion of wealth and production? Have we secured 
friends who will stand by us by giving Europe so much 
help? Is the Atlantic Alliance really working or workable? 

With the population of Europe and Great Britain to- 
gether far in excess of the population of the United States, 
just why is it necessary to draft American manhood to 
defend Europe against aggression? Why is not the young 
manhood of Europe being drafted for this purpose? 

Is the program of socialization across the water sapping 
the will to sacrifice in order to resist the advance of Com- 
munism? Does our economic support do no more than ex- 











tend the life span of Socialism, which is but laying out a 
highway down which Communism will later travel at will? 

These are all interesting inquiries which are being made 
in America as the taxpayer feels the burden of increased 
taxation and begins to question the wisdom of the program 
sponsored by political leaders at Washington. Are the 
Marshall Plan and General Eisenhower’s European mis- 
sion an endeavor to put the proverbial Humpty Dumpty 
back on the wall again — a‘feat the old nursery rhyme 
tells us cannot be accomplished: 


“Humpty Dumpty sat on a wall; 
Humpty Dumpty had a great fall. 
All the king’s horses 

and all the king’s men 
Cannot put Humpty Dumpty 
together again.” 


European nations have certainly had a great fall and, 
in speaking of these nations as representing the end time 
of the succession of Babylonian Empires, the Prophet 
Daniel told Nebuchadnezzar, ruler of Babylon, that when 
the Stone smote the image, represented in continental 
empires, they were to fall and never rise again. Having 
beheld their disintegration in vision, he said: 


“You looked at it until a stone was cut without hands and 
thrown against the iron and clay feet of the Image, and broke 
them to pieces. Then at once, the Iron, Clay, Brass, and Gold 
were broken, and became like chaff from thrashing wheat, and 
the whole were carried away by the wind, and no rest was found 
for them.” (Dan. 2: 34-35, Ferrar Fenton Trans.) 


No rest was found for them! This clearly describes the state 
of agitation and turmoil now in evidence in all the nations 
of the old world. Furthermore, the indication that they 
would be as chaff carried away in the wind clearly ex- 
plains why it is proving to be a hopeless task to try to carry 
out the present program in Europe. All the wealth and 
the entire output in production of the United States of 
America would not be sufficient to restore this present-day 
Humpty Dumpty to its former place among the other na- 
tions of the world. 

In the attitude of the nations of Europe the Divine 
verdict is confirmed, for when people become so indifferent 
to their own welfare that they show little concern about 
the essential preparations proposed for their own defense 
against aggression, all the help in the world will not save 
them when the hour of their supreme trial comes. 


CHARACTER ASSASSIN 


WorpD HAS apparently gone out that General Douglas 
MacArthur must be so smeared that the people will turn 
away from him as a leader. Drew Pearson is evidently the 
radio spokesman specially selected to do some of this over 
the radio network. The subtle method of attack adopted 
by this radio commentator is set forth in the editorial, 
‘Surrendering To the Enemy?” (this issue). 

It will be interesting to watch the methods Pearson will 
adopt as he proceeds to carry out the work of discrediting 
a great General. Christian, patriotic men and women 
should recognize the purpose back of these subtle attacks 
and inform their friends and thus help to destroy the ef- 
fectiveness of the smear technique. Major Robert Williams, 
in Williams Intelligence Summary for June 1951, states: 


“If any man knows the Communist record of the Sunday 
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evening predictor, Drew Pearson, it is Congressman John S. 
Wood of Georgia, who for years has headed the Un-American 
Activities Committee of the House of Representatives. When 
Pearson, ‘the voice of the Anti-Defamation League,’ was mis- 
representing, smearing, maligning Wood in his campaign for re- 
election in 1950, the quiet, conservative Congressman said on the 
floor of the House: 

** ‘The chief leg man and stooge of Drew Pearson today is one 
David Katz, a former member of the Daily Worker of New York, 
the official publication of the Communist Party in America 
(Katz, now using the name Karr, is also an employee of the 
Anti-Defamation League — Ep.). . . . Drew Pearson has con- 
sistently misrepresented, slandered and abused every person — 
man or woman — who, because of love of country and constitu- 
tional liberty, have raised their voices against the spread of alien 
ideologies and against those who would overthrow our form of 
government. He has been the most effective weapon that the 
Stalinites have been able to use in America for the undermining 
of our constitutional system. . . . He befouls, and means to 
befoul, everything he touches.’ ” 


Though without a radio sponsor, Drew Pearson remains 
on the network rehearsing every Sunday evening the 
dubious glories of a “democracy” to the citizens of the 
greatest Republic the world has ever seen.* It might be 
most illuminating to know from whence the finances come 
to defray the expenses of these broadcasts. 


SURRENDERING TO THE ENEMY? 


FOR THE FIRST TIME in American history we are suing for 
peace before our armed forces have had a chance to defeat 
the enemy or the enemy has been made fully aware of our 
ability to destroy him. Stripped of all the high-sounding 
verbiage, the blunt fact is that the civil authorities at 
Washington, after denying to our military leaders the right 
to win the conflict upon the field of battle, are now moving 
to appease the enemy, the first move being taken under the 
guise of a cease-fire agreement. 

Continuing the planned smear campaign directed 
against General Douglas MacArthur, a radio spokesman 
for the hidden rulers stated over the radio Sunday night, 


July 1, 1951: 


“Civil control of government was restored with the removal of 
a popular military figure when he challenged civil ruie.”’ 


Actually, the shoe was on the other foot, as the Senate 
Committee’s investigation of the firing of General Mac- 
Arthur has so clearly shown. The State Department, and 
its Secretary, Dean Acheson, wanted a general in the field 
to be but a puppet to carry out their policies regardless of 
the urgency that called for immediate action in the midst 
of battle. 

With the removal of General MacArthur, civilian au- 
thority took over what used to be the prerogative of the 
military commander in the field, that of directing the con- 
flict in the midst of battle. Instead of General MacArthur 
interfering with civilian control of government, the civilians 
have interfered with the successful conduct of the war. 

The radio commentator went on to say: 


“The founding fathers feared military power more than they 
feared death and George Washington was quick to turn his 
powers back to Congress.”

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Such a statement is not only misleading, but it is subtle 
in the extreme and evidences a desire to becloud the issue, 
for while it is true that George Washington turned his 
powers back to Congress, this did not occur until after 
he had conquered the enemy and compelled the foe to sur- 
render to him on the field of battle. Furthermore, he was 
not hampered in bringing about the defeat of the enemy 
by directives issued by the civil authorities, nor did Con- 
gress interfere with his conduct of the fighting by placing 
limitations upon his field of operations. Had they done so, 
it would have been the Americans and not the British who 
would have surrendered. 

Our forefathers never feared military leadership as 
such but welcomed in the service of the country the best 
military brains who could be secured from among them. 
They knew that no general in the field trying to defeat an 
evil aggressor was any threat to civilian authority if the 
political leaders had the good of the nation at heart. How- 
ever, they did fear the assumption of authority over the 
nation through the exercise of tyrannical dictatorial 
powers. In their day such tyrannical rule was associated 
with military power in a time of peace. Were our fore- 
fathers alive today, they would immediately recognize 
that bureaucracy has taken the place of military power in 
the exercise of controls so detrimental to the well-being 
and freedom of our nation. 

Actually, General MacArthur was removed from his 
commands for advocating and following a course that 
General Washington was allowed to pursue and carry out 
to a successful conclusion by the vigorous prosecution of 
war until the enemy surrendered. Today bureaucrats 
carry out the plans of the invisible rulers of the hidden 
empire, whose purpose is the ultimate regimentation and 
control of our nation. * In carrying out such a program, the 
foe must be appeased, not defeated on the field of battle. 
If our forefathers were alive today, they would be quick to 
recognize the supreme peril now confronting our nation. 

May God save us from the results of the blunderings 
which have brought us to such a pass that the hidden rulers 
can force our nation to accept technical defeat upon the 
field of battle in the interests of their over-all control plans. 
The elation of the hidden forces ruling us today resulting 
from the removal of General MacArthur was expressed 
by their radio commentator when he tried to justify the 
dismissal by misquoting history. 

We have been prevented from gaining a victory in the 
Far East by political directives issued to a general in the 
field and now those who sold us short at Yalta are moving 
to make terms with the enemy. All those who are expecting 
peace under such leadership are in for a severe jolt. If the 
actual order for cease-fire is given, the uneasy armistice 
in the Far East will be followed by an increase in the tempo 
of conflict elsewhere. 


INCOMPATIBLE COMPARISONS 


ADDRESSING THE Highway Safety Conference in Washing- 
ton on June 13, 1951, President Truman told the highway 
safety officials that the figure of 80,000 casualties in Korea, 
which was taken from the combat casualty estimate at the 
time of his speech, was much less than the 1,035,000 deaths 
and injuries on the highways last year. The President said 
of this slaughter:

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‘There is no outcry by the sabotage press, no misstatement by 
the columnists or the Congressional demagogues. And I wonder 
why. I wonder why. Now that is an opportunity for everyone of 
those fellows to pick on the administration and they ought to 
make use of it.” 


In the first place, it is extremely inept to draw any sort 
of comparison between the accident toll on our public 
highways and the killing of our young men in Korea as 
if to justify the casualty figures in the latter case because 
the former toll is so high. The excessive death and injury 
total from auto accidents in our nation does not excuse the 
commitment of our men to slaughter on foreign battle- 
fields. 

We certainly do not agree that all those who differ with 
the President, or who attack his statements, are saboteurs. 
This is just one more example of his inability to take kindly 
to criticism, even that which is made in the interest of the 
better administration of the government of this great na- 
tion. 

We accept the challenge he throws down that we ought 
to blame the administration for the high death rate on our 
highways, for there is definitely a connection between 
highway accidents and administration policies. It was the 
Roosevelt administration that restored the open saloon 
to our land and the Truman administration has done 
nothing whatever to eliminate its evil influence. 

The increased slaughter on our highways is direct evi- 
dence of the effect the sale of intoxicants has upon many 
drivers of automobiles. The latest figures show that ap- 
proximately 55 percent of all highway accidents are the 
direct result of driving under the influence of liquor. 
This terrible toll could be reduced by one-half at once if 
the liquor traffic were eliminated by force of law, ad- 
ministered with a determination to stamp out this source 
of sorrow, crime and death in our nation. 

But the administration licenses this traffic and collects 
blood money in the form of taxes as a result of the legaliza- 
tion of such sales. No one is so naive as to think either major 
party would move against the liquor business, for politics 
are too closely associated with these powerful financial 
interests. It is certain that President Truman, a product 
of the Pendergast Machine, will not move against them, 
so the traffic in a beverage that is placing irresponsible 
drivers behind the steering wheel of automobiles day after 
day and night after night will continue unabated. 


MORE ELOQUENT THAN WORDS 


WHILE IN supreme command in the Far East, General 
Douglas MacArthur announced on March 23rd of this 
year his readiness to confer in the field with the com- 
mander in chief of the enemy forces to end the conflict 
and thus prevent the further shedding of blood. For this 
he was condemned and President Truman caused him to 
be removed from all his commands, accusing him of un- 
dermining a peace proposal that the White House had 
purportedly intended to put forward through the United 
Nations. 

The proposal made by General MacArthur, which con- 
tributed to his dismissal, is the very offer made through 
Jacob A. Malik, which the Truman administration greeted 
with great expectancy. This acceptance of a Russian pro- 
posal, when a similar proposal by General MacArthur 
was condemned, speaks, through the action taken, more 
eloquently than words of the willingness on the part of the 
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Truman administration to bow to the Kremlin. In doing 
this the initiative for peace has been given into the hands 
of the Communists. Whether or not an uneasy peace in 
the Far East will follow time will tell, but we seriously 
question if any good for our nation will come out of any 
proposals hatched in Moscow. 


AS THE MINUTES PASS 

As WE APPROACH the end of the first hour of the second 
watch of the night,* the overshadowing darkness is clearly 
manifested in the failure of Anglo-Saxon diplomacy in 
the Far and Middle East. Even the move for a cease-fire 
initiated by Soviet Russia is far from a victory for us. 

Let us continue the tabulation of events set forth in 
“As the Clock Ticks,” Destiny for July 1951. The last 
date given was June 4-6, 1951, the events of which we were 
able to give just as Destiny went to press. Following is the 
tabulation of events of further three-day periods every 
five minutes, or eight days, apart. A study of their im- 
plications reveals a most interesting pattern of unfoldment. 
With June 4-6, the last date tabulated in Destiny for 


July: 

Five minutes, or 8 days, later: 

June 12 — U.S.: Defense Secretary George Marshall re- 
ported directly to President Truman on his return from 
Korea. 

U.S.: Gen. Omar Bradley reported directly to President 
Truman on his return from Europe. 

U.S.: Lt. Gen. Albert Wedemeyer testified before Senate 
Committees and said the Korean war is “a bottomless 
pit” for UN Forces. 


June 14 — Iran: An Iran government and Anglo-Iranian 
Oil Co. conference began in Tehran on carrying out 
Iran’s oil nationalization program. 

U.S.: President Truman warned nation in broadcast 
of need for new control laws “to curb inflation.” 

U.S.: Ex-Defense Secretary Louis Johnson testified be- 
fore Senate Committees it was Dean Acheson who rec- 
ommended U.S. intervention in Korea and “not a 
single’”” member of the military high command in Wash- 
ington opposed it. 

Five minutes, or 8 days, later: 

June 20 — Iran: Iran government announced it would 
seize the oil wells at dawn next day. Crisis in Britain and 
Iran at peak over oil issue. 

Paris: Russia handed West new note insisting Atlantic 
Pact and U.S. bases be included in agenda for proposed 
Big Four Foreign Ministers conference. 

U.S.: FBI seized 17 Communist leaders; 21 indicted by 
Federal Grand Jury under Smith Act. 


June 21 — IRAN: Premier Mossadegh demanded and re- 
ceived overwhelming vote of confidence from govern- 
ment on oil issue. 

Paris: Big Four talks collapse. Gromyko was informed 
further negotiations of “no practical utility.” 

Cuina: Report of 200 jet planes concentrated on Chi- 
nese mainland opposite Formosa.

June 28 — Iran: British cruiser Mauritius came up Shatt 
El Arab River and anchored within a mile of the 
Abadan refineries. 

IRAN: Premier Mossadegh appealed by letter to Presi- 
dent Truman for U.S. support against British opposition 
to Iran’s oil nationalization. 

IRAN: Iran offered to drop pending anti-sabotage bill if 
British technicians of Anglo-Iranian Oil Co. would 
stay on job. 

Huncary: Archbishop Josef Groesz (who succeeded 
Cardinal Mindszenty) convicted in Budapest of plot to 
overthrow Communist government. 


June 29— Iran: Premier Mossadegh summoned U.S. 
Ambassador Henry Grady for a conference. 
Korea: U.S. offer to negotiate armistice broadcast by 
General Ridgway. 


June 30 — Tue Hacue: The International Court of Jus- 
tice at the Hague started hearings on the issue of Iran’s 
nationalization of oil. 

IRAN: Evacuation of British officials from Abadan begun. 

Russia: Moscow printed the Ridgway cease-fire pro- 

posal. 

THAILAND: One-day rebellion in Bangkok. 

The day following — July 1— Chinese and North 
Koreans accepted Ridgway’s proposal, but with stipula- 
tions of their own as to time and place. Meeting to take 
place at Kaesong, south of 38th parallel, between July 
roth and 15th, 1951. 


Five minutes, or 8 days, later: 

July 6 — Korea: Cease-fire negotiation convoy starts on 
way to meeting place in Kaesong. 
IRAN: The Hague decision favoring Great Britain on oil 
issue rejected by Iran. 
IRAN: Travel restrictions to and from Iran put into force. 


July 7 — Russia: Russian troops, etc., poised on Iranian 
border; nightly forays across frontier according to 
Brock report from Turkey. 


July 8— Korea: Preliminary cease-fire conference held 
at Kaesong. 


At this writing we are within five minutes, or 8 days, of 
the end of the first hour of the second watch of the night. 
Momentous events have been on the agenda during the 
96 days of this hour. The first hour of this second watch 
began with President Truman removing General Mac- 
Arthur from all his commands for advocating the very 
moves the administration has since found to be essential as 
we approach the end of this first hour of the second watch. 
Unfortunately, the belated moves now beginning to be 
made are coming too late to accomplish the objectives 
General MacArthur sought. 
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By the time this issue of Destiny is in the hands of its 
readers we will have entered the second hour of this sec- 
ond watch of the night. We can expect to see a continuing 
increase in the tension between the East and the West, 
with an intensification of the overshadowing darkness dur- 
ing the two hours remaining before midnight is reached. 
Coming events will reveal the form this tension will take, 
but it is our privilege as watchers to identify their sig- 
nificance as the minutes pass. 


LET’S CLEAN HOUSE 


IT WOULD BE most interesting to know who in the State 
Department is responsible for issuing passports to known 
pro-Communists so that they can go to Russia to be 
briefed by Moscow in the planned work of sabotage 
through propaganda and by other methods after these 
pro-Soviet Americans return to our country following their 
short visit there. It becomes increasingly evident that Dean 
Acheson, our Secretary of State, should be immediately 
removed from office and that the entire State Department 
should be thoroughly cleansed of all subversive influences 
and be fully reorganized. Let us put into positions of au- 
thority in this most important branch of our government 
men and women whose actions will be unashamedly de- 
voted to the security and welfare of our nation. 

However, we would not for one moment deny to those 
who praise the Soviet type of government the right to en- 
joy its doubtful blessings. Let all who favor Communism, 
whether they hold high official positions in our land or are 
numbered among the common people, be given the 
privilege they seek. But let them also be taught the lesson 
that those privileges are not to be had at the expense of 
those of us who are perfectly satisfied to continue to enjoy 
the blessings guaranteed to us under the Constitution of 
the United States of America. 

The solution is a simple one. In order that each one 
may enjoy the government of his own choice, let us deport 
all pro-Communists and fellow travelers, regardless of 
their standing, to the land where they may live under the 
government which they profess to so admire. We would 
not for one moment deny to them the right to live accord- 
ing to the Soviet way of life; all we ask is to be allowed to 
live in accordance with our own desires. 

But Soviet Russia might refuse to accept them because 
of contamination by having lived among us. If this should 
prove to be the case, then a place should be found beyond 
our borders where they could be settled and set up the 
government of their own choosing. 

Under the Divine edict, when the Kingdom of God is 
re-established in perfect righteousness, the deportation of 
all who are in opposition to its just administration under 
the Law of the Lord is to take place. But we need not wait 
for the time of restoration before beginning to move the 
undesirables — those who would overthrow our govern- 
ment — out of our land. Instead of putting a few key 
Communists in jail to be fed and cared for by the Ameri- 
can taxpayers, let us deport them, along with all their as- 
sociates and those who support them or advocate the adop- 
tion of their ideological beliefs. 

If every pro-Communist and fellow traveler in the 
United States of America faced the loss of his citizenship 
by immediate deportation beyond our borders, we believe 
it would have a salutary effect upon others who are toying 
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with treasonable ideological beliefs. Premature weeping, 
wailing and gnashing of teeth would result from such 
summary removals from our land, but the action might 
change the viewpoint of many who, but for this, may be 
found numbered in the same class in the final cleansing of 
our land of all evil. 


A BOILING POT 


THE POLITICAL POT is beginning to boil as the aspirants for 
office look ahead to the 1952 Presidential campaign. Gov- 
ernor Dewey of New York is already in the Far East in 
quest of information. Mr. Dewey was defeated by President 
Truman in 1948 and his “‘me-tooism” in seeing eye to eye 
with the Truman administration on foreign policies would 
not make his election to office a source of relief for the 
American people. 

President Truman is reported to have decided to run for 
office again as he boasts of his ability to defeat any candi- 
date who might run against him now that the prospect of 
peace in Korea has appeared. But are we headed for 
peace? It is our firm conviction that the present lull in the 
fighting in Korea is deceptive. It is but a temporary pause 
in the over-all struggle that is destined to intensify in the 
days ahead. Mr. Truman’s boastfulness of the coming 
peace helping him politically may turn out to be very 
premature. Without exception all the prophets declare 
there is to be no peace for the world at this time. It is 
worthy of serious meditation that we enter the fourth 
watch of the night the day following the 1952 Presidential 
election. * 

Momentous events are definitely on the agenda during 
the months preceding the election. It is apparent that be- 
fore those days have run their full course the politicians 
will tremble exceedingly as they begin to stew in the pot of 
political indignation, for God is moving in judgment 
against those who have succeeded in leading His people 
astray. 


DISCERNMENT NEEDED 


OF ALL PEOPLE Christian men and women should be im- 
mune to mass hysteria and those who understand the Gos- 
pel of the Kingdom should possess a discerning spirit. that 
will enable them to detect error and keep to the paths of 
truth. Many will recall the Orson Wells broadcast of an 
imaginary invasion of the earth by men of Mars and the 
momentary widespread hysteria that resulted. To play 
upon human emotions can have extremely deleterious 
consequences, for it is through subtle emotional appeals 
that evil propaganda is able to influence so many today. 
Because of the present world tension, Christian leaders 
should be doubly careful that they do not make statements 
which add to this spirit of mass hysteria. 

It is unfortunate that many who are otherwise very 
sensible in their judgment and opinions become highly 
emotional when their attention is directed toward spiritual 
matters. One cause of this may be that the Church has 
unduly stressed the emotional aspect of spiritual things, 
with little care taken to lay a foundation of solid fact, 
logically expressed, in connection with spiritual under- 
standing. Few Christian leaders have been willing to 
spend the time and energy to acquire a knowledge and 
full comprehension of the great truths of the Scriptures,

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with the result that they have found the appeal to the emo- 
tions the course of less effort and one that develops the 
least resistance. : 

While emotions will be stirred by the forceful presenta- 
tion of the facts, and good will follow, on the other hand, 
when emotions are stirred without the accompaniment of 
reasonable facts, the results are manifested in instability, 
for in the latter case there is no foundation to give one a 
sure footing. Excessive emotionalism produces a state of 
mind that prevents the individual from thinking rationally 
and carefully weighing all the evidence. The conclusions 
reached under such conditions are apt to have no relation 
whatever to reality and the findings of many who adopt 
such methods often border on the fantastic. 

In Destiny for July 1951 we gave an example of such 
fantastic conclusions drawn by otherwise rational Chris- 
tian men and women in the highly sensational but false 
pronouncements concerning flying saucers. Our attention 
is now directed to a radio broadcast made last Christmas 
evening by Paul Harvey, a news commentator. It pur- 
ported to be an account of a stranger who appeared at a 
special committee meeting of the United Nations and the 
story went on to describe the scene, giving in full the ques- 
tions asked the stranger and his answers. The commenta- 
tor reported the “interview” as he imagined it might have 
taken place if Jesus Christ had appeared before the United 
Nations. 

Even if Mr. Harvey had not stated that the account 
had no foundation in fact, a scrutiny of the transcript of 
the broadcast carried clear evidence that no such thing 
actually took place. Yet, in spite of this, we have been de- 
luged with inquiries wanting to know if this really hap- 
pened. Contributing to this confused state of mind has 
been the acceptance of this broadcast as valid fact by 
many who proclaim the Gospel of the Kingdom. It has 
also been printed with added comment and circulated 
through the mails in an endeavor to make it appear 
factual. 

Just how gullible can men and women become? There 
seems to be no limit to which some will go so long as emo- 
tionalism is their guiding influence. The pity of it all is 
that those who should give sane leadership are themselves 
led astray and have become blind leaders of the blind. 
When sensation-mongers play upon the credulity of over- 
stimulated spiritual emotions, the Devil himself must be 
well pleased with their efforts, for they have not only 
distorted the original intent of the story under considera- 
tion but they bring all religious truth into disrepute in the 
eyes of the man of the world. 

What is sorely needed today are men and women so 
endued with the Spirit of the Lord that they will not be 
blown about by every sensational pronouncement and led 
astray through the lack of discernment. It is a time of great 
deception and it is unfortunate indeed that, even among 
those who purport to declare the great truths of the 
Kingdom, there are some who are emotionally unbalanced, 
with the result that their conclusions are wholly unreliable. 


NATIONAL SUICIDE 

‘THERE IS MUCH to be said on both sides of the controversy 
over oil in Iran. Obstructionist tactics have kept competing 
companies out of British protectorates and mandates 
where concessions have been held merely as undeveloped 
reservoirs safe from competitors. In Iraq a parliamentary 
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group is demanding nationalization of Iraq’s oil primarily 
because the government is being deprived of income by 
the failure of the British-dominated Basa and Mosul 
companies to exploit their concessions. The greed for 
profits and the fear of competition have led to acts which 
could not do other than antagonize the Near Eastern 
peoples. 

The speed with which American firms developed their 
concessions and the liberality of terms they have offered 
have not, by contrast, helped the British in their dealings. 
The Iranian nationalization act and the growing Iragqian 
impatience are symbolic of this situation. 

However, as the crisis continues to develop, Premier 
Mohammed Mossadegh’s move toward securing Russian 
technological assistance to operate the Iranian oil fields 
will be, for the Iranian government, not only to jump 
from the frying pan into the fire, but may well mark the 
first steps toward national suicide. 

In 1941 the Russians invaded the four northern pro- 
vinces of Iran, ostensibly for the purpose of protecting the 
Iranian oil fields from seizure by the Nazis. Northern Iran 
was laid waste by these invaders and Soviet occupation 
was followed by a systematic program of looting every- 
thing the Reds could carry off. The following are excerpts 
from a newspaper account by correspondent E. R. 
Noderer, who was present at the time and saw what hap- 
pened. He clearly describes the kind of “‘friendliness” the 
Reds manifest for those they purport to assist and protect: 


“The Reds seemed to alternate between stealing things and 
sending them back to Russia, and turning over merchandise and 
food to the poor. Their first act in Kazvin, 90 miles northwest of 
Tehran, was to seize every serviceable motor vehicle. ‘Then they 
took stocks of foodstuffs, particularly tea and sugar. Within 24 
hours all shops were closed, some because their stocks were ex- 
hausted, others because they hoped to protect what they had. 

“‘As they occupied a town, the Reds rounded up as many in- 
habitants as they could find and herded them to a meeting in the 
local temple. Here a speech was given in the Iranian tongue ex- 
plaining the reasons for the occupation. First, it was said, the 
Russians wanted to get rid of the German civilians in Iran. 
Second, they had come to distribute the benefits of bolshevism. 

*‘Jails were thrown open to free pro-Communist elements im- 
prisoned by the Shah, and the usual execution squads came along 
to take care of known anti-Communists. In Tabriz, the big rug 
manufacturing town in the north, the Reds put to death 15 
civilians, and in Zenjan, 22. Some were hung and some shot. 
Most of the police chiefs, mayors and other municipal executives 
vanished into the night. 

*“One day a high official of the Iranian National bank sent for 
this correspondent and offered information about bank robberies 
by the Red army in five cities, on condition that I did not reveal 
my source of information. The cities were Khoy, Maku, Wiane, 
Tabriz and Ardibil. 

“In addition to taking cash, securities and stamps, the Reds 
made off with office furniture, vehicles, and in one case, the 
manager’s clothing and furniture from his home. They took 
everything of value they could haul away. 

“British sources in Tehran confirmed that the banks had been 
robbed, but they said the Russian explanation was that the prop- 
erty they took had belonged to Germans in the country. This was 
denied by bank officials. 

“Business in the Red-occupied zone was paralyzed because of 
the inability to carry on banking transactions, and because the 
Reds were seizing stocks of merchandise for shipment to Russia. 
Such things as cotton, wool, grain and carpets vanished first, 
to be followed by hinges, nails, tools and nearly everything of

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Those Days Shall Be Shortened

the transition from one age to another involves a 

process of change and therefore consumes time. The 
greater the differences distinguishing between the former 
and the new age, the longer will be the time necessary to 
complete the transitory period. 

A heavy train traveling at great speed cannot be brought 
to an abrupt stop without creating a major disaster. It 
takes time and space to arrest its speed and bring it safely 
to a halt at the station. Long before it arrives at its destina- 
tion the brakes are applied and its speed is gradually 
reduced. What is true in this simple illustration is equally 
applicable to the world as the end of the age approaches. 
The process which will bring about its termination is 
much in evidence in the events of a period of transition 
that must of necessity precede the ending of the era. 

Human history began with the fall of Adam and Eve 
and for nearly 6,000 years the world has moved forward 
slowly under the curse of sin and sorrow during a period 
of probation. God said to Adam, “Cursed is the ground 
for thy sake; in sorrow shalt thou eat of it all the days of 
thy life. . . . In the sweat of thy face shalt thou eat 
bread.” To Eve He had said, “I will greatly multiply 
thy sorrow.” Six millenniums — a week of working days 
of 1,000 years to a day — were to run their course during 
which humanity would be subject to a schooling in a 
world of sorrow and hard labor. At their end relief would 
come and a new era of peace and happiness would be 
ushered in.

Time of the End 


This period of probation is now approaching its end 
and chronology clearly defines the bounds of the time of 
transition that precedes the final termination of the 6,000 
years of human affliction and trouble. The difference 
between 6,000 lunar and 6,000 solar years is 180 years, 
which is the Time of the End. This is the interval of years 
from 1821 A.D. to 2001 A.D. and it should be possible to 
adduce evidence that will indicate this to be the transitory 
period during which great changes will be upon the world 
agenda. Its length in years provides adequate time to 
bring about the transformation from one age to another. 

We do find that multiplied evidence exists to show that 
_ a change of times is taking place as God moves to bring 
about the restoration of peace in a world out of step with 
His will and marred by sin. In the apocryphal Book of 
Baruch it is stated that this would be clear to all: 


“And it shall come to pass at the self-same time, that a change 
of times shall manifestly appear to every man.” (Baruch 48: 38.) 


Within this transitory period the restoration of the 
Kingdom of God itself will become an accomplished fact 
and righteousness, in conformity with the administration 
of the Law of the Lord, will be established within its 
borders in order that the nations of the world may see 
and be persuaded to partake of its benefits and blessings. 
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Also, during this same period, the means will be established 
by which the emancipation of all mankind can be brought 
about, bringing deliverance from the curse of the pro- 
nouncement, “In the sweat of thy face shalt thou eat 
bread.” 


End of 6,000 Lunar Years 


As pointed out in “Converging Time Periods,” Destiny 
for July 1951, the period of great discovery began in 
1821 A.D., placing in the hands of men new powers which 
would ultimately lead to their complete emancipation 
from the drudgery of physical labor. It is therefore sig- 
nificant that the year 1821 A.D. ended 6,000 lunar years 
from Adam. At the same time it introduced an era of 
consummation which would have two terminal points — 
one in 1953 A.D. and the other in 2001 A.p. The first 
comprised a period of 132 years, designated in Paul’s 
words as the Dispensation of the Fullness of Times. Quot- 
ing from “Converging Time Periods’’: 


‘During the Dispensation of the Fullness of Times (1821 A.p. 
to 1953 A.D.) men have been placing major emphasis upon the 
use of the titanic powers of the universe for purposes of destruc- 
tion. But despite the misuse men are making of these forces, 
they are yet to be used for the benefit of all mankind, for God 
is moving to bring about the time of restoration when the revela- 
tion of nature’s secrets will be used to serve and not terrorize 
His people.” 


Referring to the chart, ““Times of Restitution,” Destiny 
for July 1951, page 232, converging time periods having 
1953 A.D. and 2001 A.D. as their terminals were shown 
and the Dispensation of the Fullness of Times (132 yrs., 
or 3 X 44 yrs.) was indicated as encompassing major 
chronological periods. An 88-year period was shown, 
from 1821 A.D. to 1909 A.D., and this was double the 
length of the Consummation of the Age. According to 
Great Pyramid chronology, 1909 A.D. began the Con- 
summation of the Age for the Building Race, the third 
44-year period (see chart accompanying this article). 
The year 1909 A.D. was also the year marking the time 
in the world’s history when mass production became a 
reality and opened the way for productive advancement 
never before known to men. 

Also, a cycle of 120 years, the number denoting warning, 
is shown, from 1821 A.D. to 1941 A.D., when men dis- 
covered the means by which the atom could be split, 
making fearful destruction possible — even the destruc- 
tion of the earth itself. 

While mass production and the use of atomic energy 
have so far brought neither universal peace nor the maxi- 
mum of prosperity to the multitudes, the day is coming 
when they will both contribute full measure to providing 
the blessings of abundance for all. However, technological 
skills, apart from applied principles of equity and justice, 
cannot produce lasting prosperity or peace. Advancement 
in scientific knowledge, without righteousness in ad- 
ministration, only increases the opportunity for oppres- 
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sion and tyranny. It is therefore essential to recall our 
Lord’s words, exhorting His people to put first things 
first: 


“But seek ye first the kingdom of God, and his righteousness; 
and all these things [material blessings] shall be added [given] 
unto you.” (Matt. 6: 33.) 


For the Eleé’s Sake 


Speaking to His disciples of the great tribulation to 
come, Jesus told them that, unless those days were short- 
ened, no flesh would be saved. Then He added: 


“But for the elect’s sake those days shall be shortened.” (Matt. 
24: 22.) 


Prophecy has a double, triple and sometimes a quad- 
ruple fulfillment, as pointed out in Study in Daniel * (p. 
281). This particular prophetic statement made by Jesus 
has had minor fulfillments, but what is much more im- 
portant, it is having a major fulfillment which is made 
clear by the chart accompanying this article. While 
tribulation periods in the past were shortened so that 
God’s people might be saved from complete destruction, 
it will now be seen that this shortening of the time has 
its primary application in the rapidly developing tribula- 
tions of the present transitory period. 

Chronology indicates that, insofar as the world at large 
is concerned, fifty years still remain before the present age 
will end. But with the advance in design and increase in 
production of fearful weapons of destruction, the tempo 
of warfare has been stepped up in a phenomenal degree 
since the beginning of World War I. Another fifty years 
of unremitting turmoil and conflict would surely result 
in the annihilation of all life from the globe and make 
the earth a barren and desolate wilderness. However, for 
the elect’s sake, there was to be a shortening of the time, 
bringing about the end of the age for His people many 
years prior to the solar expiration of 6,000 years in 2001 
A.D. What is the chronological evidence that sustains 
such a deduction? 

Shortening of Time 

The message of the Great Pyramid is addressed pri- 
marily to the People of the Book, Israel, represented by 
the Anglo-Saxon-Celtic peoples today. The allegorical 
significance of its system of passages and chambers por- 
trays the history of the Building Race (the elect race) only, 
discovered by the application of its measurements to the 
chronology of the activities of this race. It is in the Great 
Pyramid alone that the chronological boundaries of the 
Consummation of the Age, from 1909 A.D. to 1953 A.D., 
are defined and it must be stressed, therefore, that its chrono- 
logical delineation of the Consummation of the Age is for the 
elect race only. There it is shown as beginning 92 years 
before the termination of the Time of the End, marking 
its end date as 48 years prior to the close of 6,000 solar 
years. Thus, the Building Race is shown as entering a 
new order more than a generation before the world at 
large passes out of its tribulation. For the elect’s sake, 
their time of tribulation is indeed shortened. 

The following quotation from “The Challenge of the 
Great Pyramid,” Part VIII, Documentary Studies, Volume

“The Building Race (the Anglo-Saxon-Celtic peoples), in 
following the plan laid down by the Master-Builder and His 
example, built the rough core of Christian civilization ready for 
the perfect casing to be added under His guidance. But as the 
builders of the Great Pyramid erred in setting the casing stones 
to the amount of the Displacement Factor (286.1 inches), 
preventing the placing of the capstone, so also the Building 
Race has erred and built its own casing of Industrial Bondage, 
in the construction of which they rejected the guidance of the 
Master-Builder. As in the case of the unfinished Great Pyramid, 
the error in building the false casing of Christian civilization 
has been discovered as it approaches apparent completion and 
the Capstone, Jesus Christ, is unable to take His rightful place 
as the Head of the Kingdom.

The tribulation 
itself, resulting from the fruit of human planning, will bring 
economic disaster, with aggressive race movements stimulated 
by the materialistic mass production activities of the Building 
Race.” (P. 480.) 


Fullness of the Nations 


Therefore, the 132 years of the Fullness of Times, 
beginning 1821 A.D. and ending in 1953 A.D., is the 
transitory period for the elect race only, and this is 48 years 
shorter than the whole transitory period for the world at 
large. During these years the descendants of Ephraim 
and Manasseh were to grow into a fullness of nations, as 
foretold by Jacob-Israel when he blessed Joseph’s sons 
(see Gen. 48: 19). With the ending of this period of the 
Fullness of Times, the restoration of the Kingdom will 
have begun to bring about the fulfillment of Paul’s state- 
ment: 


“That in the dispensation of the fulness of times he might 
gather together in one all things in Christ, both which are in 
heaven, and which are on earth; even in him.” (Eph. 1: 10.) 


Effect of Restoration 


On another occasion Paul graphically described the 
outcome of the awakening of the House of Israel to their 
identity and responsibility, followed by their coming into 
the fullness of the blessings which would result from their 
restoration. He said of the fall and rise of Israel: 


“Now if the fall of them be the riches of the world, and the 
diminishing of them the riches of the Gentiles; how much more 
their fulness?” (Rom. 11: 12.) 


Smith and Goodspeed translate this: 


“But if their false step has so enriched the world, and their 
defeat has so enriched the heathen, how much more good the 
addition of their full number will do!” 


Paul then went on to say: 
“For if the casting away of them be the reconciling of the

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world, what shall the receiving [restoration] of them be, but life 
from the dead?” (Rom. 11: 15.) 


Their fall from favor with God and their decline in 
power and prestige among the nations enriched the world 
because Jesus Christ came, who was their Redeemer and 
at the same time became the Saviour of the world. The 
birth of Jesus and His ministry upon the earth are rec- 
ognized as introducing the greatest epoch ever known 
in human history, yet Paul makes the startling observa- 
tion that the restoration of the House of Israel will be 
even greater. 

However, when we review the fact that the growth of 
Israel into a fullness of nations has been accomplished 
without a general knowledge, either by Israel herself 
or the world, of what has been taking place, we can well 
understand that the electrifying effect upon the world 
of the full restoration of Israel will be tremendous. What 
will make this doubly so will be the fact that the King 
Himself will appear. Peter tells us when this will occur: 

“When the times of refreshing shall come from the presence 
of the Lord; And he shall send Jesus Christ, which before was 
preached unto you: whom the heaven must receive until the 
times of restitution of all things, which God hath spoken by 
the mouth of all his holy prophets since the world began.” (Acts 
3: 19-21.) 

The rendering of these verses by Smith and Goodspeed 
broadens the aspect of these coming things: 

“Happier times will come from the presence of the Lord, and 
he will send Jesus, your destined Christ. Yet he must remain in 
heaven till the time for the universal reformation of which God 
told in ancient times by the lips of his holy prophets.” 

During the Times of Restitution (the Fullness of Times) 
the way will be prepared for the restoration of Israel 
under the righteousness of Kingdom rule as the first step 
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in the universal reformation. It is to God’s people at 
that time that Isaiah addresses his message: 


**Arise, shine; for thy light is come, and the glory of the Lord 
is risen upon thee. For, behold, the darkness shall cover the 
earth, and gross darkness the people: but the Lord shall arise 
upon thee, and his glory shall be seen upon thee.” (Isa. 60: 1-2.) 


According to this statement by Isaiah, when the time 
arrives for Israel to arise and shine as the people of His 
Kingdom, and the Glory of the Lord will be seen upon 
them, the world itself will still be in gross darkness. Tribu- 
lation for the people of God will be brought to an end 
long before the world passes out of its darkness into the 
light of the world-wide millennial rule of our Lord. 


Oxuter Darkness 


The unfolding of the scope and meaning of all this 
lends added significance to the statement of Jesus when 
He referred to the removal from His Kingdom of all who 
offend and do evil. The rebellious ones in the Kingdom, 
who have failed to qualify for citizenship when the res- 
toration of Israel is completed, will be removed from the 
Kingdom and sent out into the outer darkness of a world 
where strife and violence are still rampant. No wonder 
the account describes those who are thus separated from 
the share they might have had in the blessings of abun- 
dance and happiness in the restored Kingdom as weeping 
and gnashing their teeth. It will be a terrible experience 
to see the fulfillment of the promises of peace and pros- 
perity and be compelled to depart from a land so blessed. 


Jacob’s Trouble 


Let us now analyze another aspect of the chronological 
significance of the 132-year period of the Dispensation 
of the Fullness of Times. Because this is the transitory 
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period for the House of Israel, at the end of which the 
restoration will be inaugurated without former hindrances, 
it is found to be made up of cycles of the length of the 
Time of Jacob’s Trouble. 

A study of the troubles of Jacob, the son of Isaac and 
brother of Esau, reveals that his years of difficulty were 
doubled unto him. His first time of trouble began when 
he was forced to flee from his father’s house after he 
secured his father’s blessing by trickery at the instigation 
of his mother. The years of physical suffering and hard- 
ship did not end until he returned to Bethel 22 years later 
and there cleansed his household of all idolatry. 

The second period of trouble was one of mental suffer- 
ing and spiritual anguish when Jacob mourned for Joseph, 
his son, who, at the age of 17, had been sold by his broth- 
ers into Egyptian slavery, but whom Jacob was certain 
had been slain. It was not until 22 years later that Jacob 
went down into Egypt and was reunited with Joseph, 
whom he found alive and well at the age of 39 years. 

The total of these two periods of Jacob’s trouble is 
44 years, or the length of the Consummation of the Age. 
It is important to review the fact that the period of the 
Fullness of Times is just three times the length of the 
Consummation of the Age (3 x 44 yrs.), at the end of 
which the troubles of the House of Jacob will be alleviated, 
with his household cleansed of all idolatry and prepared 
to enter upon a time when the Glory of the Lord will be 
seen among them. The chart accompanying this article 
shows the division of the Fullness of Times into three 
periods of 44 years each, with a further division into six 
periods of 22 years each. 

In both periods of Jacob’s trouble the final two years 
were especially trying for him. In the first phase of trial, 
Simeon and Levi caused him a great deal of concern 
because of their cruelty; in the second he experienced 
keen mental suffering caused by the famine in the land 
and the seemingly harsh demands made by the ruler of 
Egypt (who was later revealed to be his own son Joseph) 
upon his remaining sons. This was a two-year period at 
the end of which Jacob went down into Egypt and came 
under the protection of Joseph in the Land of Goshen. 

Drawing an analogy from this in modern times, we 
have the indication that the two-year period from 1929- 
1931 A.D. should have brought trouble to the House of 
Israel in regard to material things. This was indeed so, 
for the Wall Street Crash of 1929, ending with the British 
Financial Crisis of 1931, fulfills the requirements here. 

Equally so, but on the mental or spiritual plane, the 
two-year period from 1951-1953 A.D. should be a most 
momentous time in the history of God’s people today. 
For Jacob it was a time of fear for the safety of all he held 
dear. Today it is a time of trepidation as we face the en- 
croachments of a ruthless foe and fear of the loss of all 
by atomic destruction. 


Night of Darkness 


As pointed out in “The Time of Restoration,” * Destiny 
for April 1951, the night of darkness began with the 
commencement of the Korean war on June 25, 1950 
and will continue until August 20, 1953. Chronologically, 
this particular night of darkness, which is the Day of the

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Lord, has to do chiefly with God’s people, the House of 
Israel, and it is the House of Israel today that is bearing 
the brunt of world troubles. European and other nations 
are remaining more or less aloof from involvement in the 
present Far Eastern war, giving only token support for 
the miost part in the fight against evil aggression. But the 
troubles for the nations apart from the House of Israel 
are due to continue and multiply by contrast beyond the 
time of the restoration of the Kingdom. Again, does 
chronology bear out this deduction? It does. 


Night of the World 


The Time of the End is primarily the period during 
which the world itself will be brought into conformity 
with the requirements of Kingdom rule in righteousness. 
It is a time of gross darkness for the world, for, with the 
end of 6,000 lunar years in 1821 A.D., the darkness of a 
night of tribulation cast its shadow over the earth as the 
tempo of its difficulties and troubles increased during 
this Time of the End. The world, cradled in sin and 
steeped in unbelief, made room to entertain the Higher 
Critic in his attack upon the Bible, the Word of God, 
and nations turned their backs on the truth and refused 
to acknowledge God in their dealings with one another. 


Twilight of the Ages 


This long period of darkness, which may be termed 
the twilight of the ages, during which the old order of 
the world will pass away so that all things may become 
new, may also be divided into four night watches of three 
hours each, with each hour on this greater scale fifteen 
years in duration (see chart). This 15-year division is 
also the length of the ancient Hebrew cycle, as well as 
the number of years in a prophetic hour (see Study in 
Revelation,* p. 269). Every three years on this scale is 
therefore twelve minutes. 


The Scales Synchronize 


The midnight hour on this longer measure of time was 
reached in I9II A.D., which was also the end of 6,000 
years from Adam on the sacred or mean scale. Twelve 
minutes later on this larger scale, in 1914 A.D., World 
War I began and, again, twelve minutes later, in 1917 
A.D., Jerusalem was set free from the rule of the Turks 
and the Times of the Gentiles began to end. Thus, the 
two periods, one affecting the House of Israel and the 
other the world at large, are seen to synchronize through 
a three-year or 12-minute timing measure, bringing the 
larger time period into step with important events on 
the shorter time scale. 

The third hour of the third watch of this long night 
began in 1941 A.D., the year men discovered the scientific 
formula for splitting the atom. Twelve-minute (three- 
year) intervals from that date on give us 1944, 1947 and 
1950 A.D., when the night of darkness set in for the House 
of Israel. Three years later gives us 1953 A.D., when the 
restoration of the Kingdom will be inaugurated and the 
night of darkness for Israel will end. The next three years 
end in 1956 a.p., when the world at large will enter the 
fourth watch of its night of darkness. 

No wonder Isaiah exclaimed that, when Israel receives 
the Light of the Glory of the Lord, gross darkness will

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still cover the earth, for the darkest hours of the night are 
associated with the beginning of the fourth watch at 
3 A.M. The new era following 1953 A.D. will be, not the 
end of all things, but the beginning of intensified ac- 
tivities in a reconstruction period for the Kingdom, al- 
though it will be a time of increased troubles for the world 
apart from the House of Israel. The time of tribulation 
will indeed have been shortened for Israel. 


Further Proof of Shortening 


This shortening is confirmed further by the fact that 
every three years on this larger scale, or twilight period 
of world activity as the night of the ages comes to its 
close, denotes the passing of only 12 minutes, yet each 
one of those minutes is an hour in the timing of events 
according to the precision measures that apply to the 
House of Israel. Thus again, the shortening of the time 
for the elect’s sake is demonstrated as the clock ticks 
away only minutes for the world, while at the same time 
it is recording the passing of whole hours for God’s people. 
Therefore, the end of the age approaches threescore times 
as fast for Israel as it does for the nations around them 
and this clearly indicates that the House of Israel will 
pass out of tribulation and trouble and into a new order 
of the ages long before the world at large enters the mil- 
lennium when the rule of our Lord will become universal. 

In the dream-image of Nebuchadnezzar, King of 
Babylon, revealing things to come, there appeared “a 
stone cut out without hands” that crushed and destroyed 
the image Nebuchadnezzar beheld. Daniel’s interpreta- 
tion showed that the stone—the Stone Kingdom of 
God — would progressively fulfill the three aspects he 
described: 


“And the stone that smote the image became a great moun- 
tain, and filled the whole earth.” (Dan. 2: 35.) 


The nations of the Stone Kingdom fulfilled the first 
aspect of this when they smote the image of the remaining 
representative of the Babylon Succession in World War 
II * and the process of grinding to powder, “like the 
chaff of the summer threshingfloors,” has been going on 
since that time. 

The Stone Kingdom will become a “great mountain,” 
i.é.. government, when its restoration is accomplished 
after the Consummation of the Age for Israel. This is 
the second phase. It will not complete the third phase 
and fill the whole earth until it becomes world-wide, 
with all nations obeying the rule of Christ, its King. 


A Light To the World 


In order to obtain a better understanding of the course 
of events to follow the restoration of the Kingdom, it may 
be well to pause here to consider the effect this restitution 
will have, first upon the people of the Kingdom and after- 
ward upon the world at large. 

At the very outset the restoration will be the means of 
setting before the world an example of the benefits that 
follow when a nation comes under the rule of a govern- 
ment wholly established in righteousness. All the world 
will behold the results and be able to evaluate the blessings 
that accrue to the citizens of the Kingdom when the Law 
of the Lord is administered as the law of the land.

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Meantime, within the Kingdom itself, under the perfect 
administration of its equitable laws, the great discoveries 
of science will be used to bring economic well-being and 
enjoyment to all, while the harnessing of the energy stored 
in the forces of nature will serve His people and not 
produce conditions of oppression among them. Step by 
step, from 1953 and onward, the Kingdom will attain 
unto blessings of prosperity and peace that will eclipse 
the fondest dreams of those who have tried to visualize 
a future paradise of happiness for all mankind. 

A rebellious world in opposition to God and to His 
Christ, under the pressure of unrelenting adversity, will 
finally turn to the Kingdom for relief from its condition. 
Isaiah declares: 


“The Gentiles shall come to thy light, and kings to the bright- 
ness of thy rising.” (Isa. 60: 3.) 

Eventually the nations will take counsel together and 
say: 

“Come, and let us go up to the mountain [government] of 
the Lord, and to the house of the God of Jacob; and he will 
teach us of his ways, and we will walk in his paths: for the law 
shall go forth of Zion, and the word of the Lord from Jeru- 
salem.” (Micah 4: 2.) 


Kingdom Prosperity 


How long after the restoration of the Kingdom before 
the nations around awaken to this need is not clear as 
yet, but that it will be some time afterward is indicated 
by Micah’s reference to the fact that the mountain (King- 
dom) of the House of the Lord shall be established in 
the top of the mountains (high over all kingdoms) and 
be exalted above all hills (governments) before the people 
will flow unto it (Micah 4: 1). 

Ultimately the tremendous prosperity of the Kingdom 
will be a compelling force, bringing to it those who wish 
to acquire through trade some of its material blessings. 
Isaiah records that a tremendous volume of trade will 
flow to and from the Kingdom as a result of its exalted 
position among the nations. He outlines the prosperous 
conditions which will be extant throughout its entire 
domain in his 6oth chapter. The following are excerpts 
from this outline, as translated by Smith and Goodspeed, 
which clearly envision a glorious state of abundance and 
unimpeded progress within the Kingdom. As one reads 
this, it becomes understandable that the prophet declares 
it will result in the nations walking in the light of Israel 
and kings coming to the brightness of her rising. 


‘Lift up your eyes round about, and see! 
All of them gather, they come to you — 
Your sons shall come from afar, 
And your daughters shall be borne on the hip. 
When you see it, you shall be radiant, 
And your heart shall throb and swell; 
For the riches of the sea shall be turned to you, 
The wealth of the nations shall come to you. 


* * * *& *# 


And aliens shall build your walls, 

And their kings shall minister to you; 

For though in my wrath I smote you, 

In my favor will I have pity upon you. 

And your gates shall be open continually, 

Day and night shall they not be closed, 

‘That men may bring to you the wealth of the nations, 
Their kings leading the way.

For the nation and the kingdom that will not serve you shall 


perish — 
Utterly waste shall those nations be laid.

Then the sons of those who oppressed you shall come bending 
to you, 

And all those that scorned you shall bow down at the soles of 
your feet; 

And they shall call you, “The city of the Lord, 

The Zion of the Holy One of Israel.’ 

Instead of your being forsaken and hated, 


With none passing through you, 
I will make you a pride forever, 
A joy for all generations.” 


After referring to the tremendous wealth that will flow 
into His Kingdom, the prophet speaks of the perfection 
of the government of the Kingdom: 


*‘And Peace will I make your government, 
And Righteousness your ruler. 
No more shall news of violence be heard in your land, 
Nor of wreck and ruin within your borders, 
But you shall call your walls Salvation, 
And your gates Praise.” 


Then, turning his attention to the people, the citizens 
of the Kingdom, the prophet exclaims: 


“Your people shall be all of them righteous, 

And shall possess the land forever, 

As the shoot of my planting, the work of my hands, 
With which I may glorify myself. 

The least one shall become a tribe, 

The smallest a mighty nation — 

I the Lord will hasten it 
In its proper time.” 


The Great Awakening 


Contrary to the general thinking of many Christians, 
when the time of the restoration of the Kingdom arrives, 
violence and turmoil will not immediately cease from 
the earth. It is true that, with the decisive defeat of the 
forces of Gog (Soviet Russia and those allied with her) 
in the Battle of that Great Day of God Almighty, no 
nation will attack God’s people in war from that day and 
forward. Nevertheless, the nations outside the Kingdom 
will still be in the darkness of their night of tribulation, 


with bickering and strife still the order of the day. 

However, in the process of time, as the Kingdom of 
God exerts its authority and demonstrates its power, the 
law will go forth from Zion (the Israel government) and 
the word (command) of the Lord will be proclaimed from 
the capital of His Kingdom. As a result, the violence and 
chaos in the world will gradually be overcome in fulfill- 
ment of the statement: 


**And he shall judge between many peoples, 
And arbitrate for great nations, at a distance.” 


The result of this arbitration will bring about the es- 
tablishment of peace among all the nations of the world: 


‘And they shall beat their swords into plowshares, 
And their spears into pruning-hooks.” 

A process of time is involved in all this and the period 
from 1953 A.D. to 2001 A.D. is none too long in which the 
schooling of the nations can take place so that they may 
have a knowledge of the law and an understanding of its 
administration in order that justice and equity may be 
established in their lands also. 

Finally, when all the weapons of warfare are refashioned 
into implements of husbandry, the beginning of the mil- 
lennium of peace will be at hand. The Time of the End 
will be drawing to its close and the final prediction that 
assures universal peace will come to pass: 


*‘Nation shall not lift up sword against nation, 
Nor shall they learn war any more.” 


The Prophet Isaiah confirms this: 
“They shall not hurt nor destroy in all my holy mountain: 


for the earth shall be full of the knowledge of the Lord, as the 
waters cover the sea.” (Isa. 11: 9.) 


The Prophet Habakkuk used similar words but added 
something more: 


“For the earth shall be filled with the knowledge of the glory 
of the Lord, as the waters cover the sea.” (Hab. 2: 14.) 


This reference to the knowledge of the glory of the Lord 
can only apply to the day to come when Jesus Christ shall 
be revealed in all His glory and every eye shall see Him. 
Thereafter that great acclamation given in Revelation 11: 
15 will have its complete fulfillment: “The kingdoms of 
this world are become the kingdoms of our Lord, and of 
his Christ; and he shall reign for ever and ever.”

any use. 

‘A letter received in Tehran by one of the foreign consulates 
said: “The enraged screams of the Iranian merchants can be 
heard for miles when the Russians seize their goods.’ 

“Civil strife was common in the north. The Russians had dis- 
armed the police, leaving such local governmental bodies as 
remained powerless to enforce the law. Peasants refused to pay 
taxes or rent, claiming the ground now belonged to them.” 


In the light of these facts it is difficult to understand the 
reluctance of Iranian officials to come to terms of some 
kind with the West. If they become so foolish as to invite 
the Russians in to protect their oil fields, it would be the 
same thing as inviting armed robbers to guard the transfer 
of large sums of money from one bank vault to another. 
It would seem that the so-called popular demand of the 
mob is the result of Soviet propaganda, for the Soviets 
undoubtedly have an eye on looting the valuable oil hold- 
ings in Iran. 
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It looks at this writing as though the Iranians are 
fanatically bent on following a course that will compel 
them to learn the hard way a lesson they should have 
mastered as a result of the Soviet invasion of 1941. Soviet 
Russia is the deadly foe of all peoples, whether they are 
considered allies or enemies. Once the Soviets take over, 
they will not tolerate the continued independent existence 
of any government in the land so occupied. Unreasonable 
as Iran considers the British to have been in the past, they 
will most certainly find the Russians a thousand times 
more difficult. If there is any wisdom left among Iran’s 
rulers, surely they will not move to deliberately commit 
certain national suicide.. 
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Galilee of the Nations

torian and prophet, has given the 

modern world the key to unlock 
the mysteries of the Kingdom of God 
on earth as taught by Jesus Christ dur- 
ing His short ministry. In the goth 
chapter of his book in the Scriptures 
we read these words: 


‘Nevertheless the dimness shall not be 
such as was in her vexation, when at the 
first he lightly afflicted the land of Zebulun 
and the land of Naphtali, and afterward 
did more grievously afflict her by the way 
of the sea, beyond Jordan, in Galilee of the 
nations. The people that walked in dark- 
ness have seen a great light: they that dwell 
in the land of the shadow of death, upon 
them hath the light shined.” (Isa. g: 1-2.) 


[= THAT GREAT statesman, his- 


Here is the geographical setting, 
here we find the people, and here the 
“Great Light” appeared in the open- 
ing years of the Christian Era. Never- 
theless, in the middle of the twentieth 
century of that era we find the great 
mass of professing Christians still blind 
and in darkness concerning the sig- 
nificance of these ancient events. 

Geography plays an all-important 
part in the historical study of any race 
or nation. It is necessary to know some- 
thing of the land occupied by its citi- 
zens, its boundaries, and those peoples 
living in adjacent territories. To the 
vast majority of orthodox Christians, 
Galilee is just a name mentioned in the 
New Testament and vaguely associ- 
ated with the ministry of Jesus Christ. 
Yet, if the Scriptures are searched, 
Galilee comes into prominence as a 
key locality in the historical record of 
the true Israel race. 

It is unfortunate that so many mod- 
ern churchmen do not attach any 
importance to a physical Israel, for it 
is only by a knowledge of these peoples 
and their racial subdivisions, also the 
places and districts which from time to 
time they occupied, that any real un- 
derstanding can be gained of the Gos- 
pel Jesus Christ taught concerning the 
Kingdom of God on earth. We are 
plainly told that He commenced His 
ministry in Galilee: 

“Now after that John was put in prison, 
Jesus came into Galilee, preaching the 
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gospel of the Kingdom of God, and saying, 
The time is fulfilled, and the kingdom of 
God is at hand: repent ye, and believe the 
gospel. Now as he walked by the sea of 
Galilee, he saw Simon and Andrew his 
brother casting a net into the sea: for they 
were fishers. And Jesus said unto them, 
Come ye after me, and I will make you to 
become fishers of men. And straightway 
they forsook their nets, and followed him. 
And when he had gone a little farther 
thence, he saw James the son of Zebedee, 
and John his brother, who also were in the 
ship mending their nets. And straightway 
he called them: and they left their father 
Zebedee in the ship with the hired serv- 
ants, and went after him. And they went 
into Capernaum [in Galilee]; and straight- 
way on the sabbath day he entered into the 
synagogue, and taught. And they were 
astonished at his doctrine: for he taught 
them as one that had authority, and not as 
the scribes....And they were all 
amazed, insomuch that they questioned 
among themselves, saying, What thing is 
this? What new doctrine is this? For with 
authority commandeth he even the un- 
clean spirits, and they do obey him. And 
immediately his fame spread abroad 
throughout all the region round about 
Galilee. . . . And he preached in their 
synagogues throughout all Galilee.” (Mark 
I: 14-39.) 

There are two significant facts 
contained in the statement, “Jesus 
came into Galilee, preaching the 
gospel of the kingdom of God,” 
giving rise to two questions which re- 
quire logical answers in conformity 
with the Scriptures: 

1) Why did He commence preach- 
ing in Galilee? 

2) What is the Gospel of the 
Kingdom? 

His Ministry in Galilee 

We must consider first the geo- 
graphical importance of Galilee. It is 
first mentioned in the Old Testament 
as a district of the Israel tribe of 
Naphtali. It figures in the oppression 
of the Northern Kingdom of Israel 
when invaded by Tiglath-pileser and 
the Assyrian hordes in the first two 
campaigns —B.c. 771-61 and B.c. 
741. On this latter date, “‘Galilee, all 
the land of Naphtali . . .” was cap- 
tured and the inhabitants carried cap- 


tive to Assyria (II Kings 15: 19-20 
and 29; I Chron. 5:26). Such is 
Israel history in the locality of Galilee. 
Turning to prophecy concerning the 
promised Messiah and these same 
peoples; z.¢., Israel of the Northern 
Kingdom, it is recorded that they were 
destined to receive “the light’’: 


*‘Sanctify the Lord of hosts himself; and 
let him be your fear, and let him be your 
dread. And he shall be for a sanctuary; 
but for a stone of stumbling and for a rock 
of offence to both the houses of Israel, for 
a gin and for a snare to the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem. And many among them shall 
stumble, and fall, and be broken, and be 
snared, and be taken. Bind up the testi- 
mony, seal the law among my disciples. 
And I will wait upon the Lord, that hideth 
his face from the house of Jacob, and I will 
look for him. Behold, I and the children 
whom the Lord hath given me are for 
signs and for wonders in Israel from the 
Lord of hosts, which dwelleth in mount 
Zion. . . . And they shall look unto the 
earth; and behold trouble and darkness, 
dimness of anguish; and they shall be 
driven to darkness. 

*“‘Nevertheless the dimness shall not be 
such as was in her vexation, when at the 
first he lightly afflicted the land of Zebulun 
and the land of Naphtali, and afterward 
did more grievously afflict her by the way 
of the sea, beyond Jordan, in Galilee of the 
nations. The people that walked in dark- 
ness have seen a great light: they that dwell 
in the land of the shadow of death, upon 
them hath the light shined. . . . For unto 
us a child is born, unto us a son is given: 
and the government shall be upon his 
shoulder: and his name shall be called 
Wonderful, Counsellor, The mighty God, 
The everlasting Father, The Prince of 
Peace. Of the increase of his government 
and peace there shall be no end, upon the 
throne of David, and upon his kingdom, to 
order it, and to establish it with judgment 
and with justice from henceforth even for 
ever. The zeal of the Lord of hosts will per- 
form this.” (Isa. 8: 13-22; 9: 1-7.) 


In the middle of this passage in 
Scripture (Isa. 9:1) reference is made 
to “Galilee of the nations,” or, as it is 
translated by Ferrar Fenton, “Galilee 
of the Tribes” (Isa. 8:23). Here is con- 
clusive proof that “‘nations”’ applies to 
Israel peoples, for this verse refers to 
Israel history at the period of the first 
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and second Assyrian invasions. The 
“he” of this verse refers to Tiglath- 
pileser, mentioned above. 

Another most important fact must 
not be overlooked when considering 
this phase of Israel’s history: these peo- 
ple represent, and are a part only, of 
“the nations” spoken of by God in His 
covenant made with Abraham and 
Sarah, confirmed through Isaac and 
Jacob, the chosen seed, whence came 
Jesus Christ, the “light” they were to 
receive. 

Concerning the location of Galilee, 
the late Rev. Cmdr. L. G. A. Roberts, 
R.N., states in his commentary on 
Isaiah, page 25, relative to our Lord’s 
ministry: 

“This region was the highway of the 
nations from both East and West, in their 
commerce, and it is very highly probable 
that the Northern Kingdom, though in 
exile, used this route as they were occupied 
in their mercantile transactions.” 

Again, too much stress cannot be 
laid on the matter of racial origins. At 
the time of Jesus Christ’s ministry, 
Galilee was inhabited by a people 
racially different from the Jews of 
Judea to the south. There is considera- 
ble evidence to show that the Galileans 
were of the tribe of Benjamin, rather 
than Judah; that is to say, the North- 
ern Israel tribe of Benjamin, originally 
given as a “light” to the Southern 
Kingdom of Judah, were a people des- 
tined to receive “great light” (Matt. 
4: 16). 

It is more than mere coincidence 
that eleven of His Apostles were Gal- 
ileans, a distinguishable people from 
the Jews by their dialect: 


“And after a while came unto him they 
that stood by, and said to Peter, Surely thou 
also art one of them; for thy speech be- 
wrayeth [betrayeth] thee.” (Matt. 26: 73.) 

*‘And they were all amazed and mar- 
velled, saying one to another, Behold, are 
not all these [the disciples] which speak 
Galileans?” (Acts 2: 7.) 


These were the “little flock’? (Luke 
12: 32); the “‘firstfruits” (James 1:1 
and 18); of the “‘nation” (Matt. a1: 
41-43); of the “redeemed”? (Isa. 43: 1). 

Another point associated with ge- 
ography is the fact that Galilee, sep- 
arated from Judea by the province of 
Samaria, lies some 100 miles distant 
from Jerusalem and the country of the 
Herodian-Idumean-Jews, whose sub- 
versive machinations are a matter of 
history. These people would be the 
last to accept any new order impinging 
upon their political power under the 
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rule of Rome. Judea was the strong- 
hold of these agitators and, at the be- 
ginning of Christ’s ministry, it was not 
His policy to come into undue contact 
with them (Matt. 2: 19-23; etc.). 
Throughout the Biblical history of 
Israel, the district of Galilee plays an 
important part in the movements of 
the House of Israel. A study of these 
Biblical facts discloses convincing sub- 
stantiation of the reasons why our 
Lord’s ministry was commenced in 
Galilee. They are convincing and in- 
teresting because of the mass of evi- 
dence supplying proof of the conti- 
nuity of God’s purpose in a material 
Israel — a physical Israel which does 
not include the subversive part within 


Jewry. 
The Gospel of the Kingdom 


With the foregoing brief histori- 
cal, geographical and ethnological 
background, it is possible to ap- 
proach “the Gospel of the Kingdom 
of God” (on earth) with some degree 
of understanding; an understanding 
not vouched to theologians of the old 
school because the time was not ripe 
for the veil covering the identity of 
modern Israel to be lifted. With 
knowledge of the Kingdom key, a new 
garment must be woven to replace the 
old. Old bottles must be discarded for 
the new (Matt. 9: 16-17). The out- 
worn patchwork of denominational 
“religion” must be put aside, for its 
theology is meaningless and rent with 
division; neither can the new wine of 
the Kingdom of God on earth be con- 
tained in the old bottles of ritual and 
formalism. The Kingdom key gives 
the only understanding of eternal 
truths; a new garment is required, 
made from cloth containing all the 
threads of the Biblical story of Israel. 

The doctrine of the Kingdom can- 
not be superimposed on the dogma of 
medieval “religion” and the myths 
and fancies of ecclesiastical traditions. 
On the other hand, it is not a new 
“religion.” It is as old as time itself; 
it is the doctrine from God taught by 
Jesus Christ and its high calling is to 
expound the Scriptures as they affect 
the conduct of the true Israel of God in 
a present-day matter-of-fact world. It 
is not merely a collection of platitudes 
for an idealistic state in the far-off 
future, but action, both individual and 
collective, in the daily lives of the true 
Israel peoples — now! 

The Son of God came to redeem 
Israel so that they might show forth 


His praise and be a blessing to all the 
nations of the world. He commenced 
His ministry preaching to Israel in 
Galilee. He came preaching the Gos- 
pel of the Kingdom of God — the 
Good News that, through His propitia- 
tion, the Israel company of nations 
would be restored to their appointed 
task in carrying out God’s purpose in 
the regeneration of mankind. Call it 
nationalism if you wish, but the fact 
remains that it is of God and to date 
the world has recorded the accomplish- 
ment of His plan in our secular history. 

God’s plan is an orderly process — 
man is to blame for the disorder. The 
Gospel was preached first to Israel in 
Galilee — that part of His Holy Land 
where a small remnant of His nation 
Israel lived and were about to be re- 
deemed. Christ exhorted them to re- 
pent for “the time is fulfilled,” He 
said, and the Kingdom of God was to 
be reconstituted (Mark 1: 14-15). In 
other words, they must now respond 
to their calling as Israel in the com- 
pany of Christian nations about to be 
formed. 

For the past 1,900 years the King- 
dom of God has been in process of 
growth. From its small beginning — a 
nucleus made up of the Apostles and 
their immediate followers in Galilee — 
it has expanded into a “multitude of 
disciples” of Israel stock and their 
converts, carrying His message to the 
dispersed of Israel throughout the 
world. Contrary to popular teaching, 
the Gospel arrived in Britain in A.D. 
36-39 and gradually, little by little, a 
great company of nations — now con- 
stituting some 300 to 400 million souls 
— has been built up to carry forward 
God’s plan and purpose. 

God’s plan for humanity is so vast 
that it is not easily comprehended by 
man. Down through the ages there has 
always been “‘the mystery of the King- 
dom” (Matt. 13:11). It is only in 
these days at the end of the age that 
any sort of true perspective can be 
gained. His Apostles were too close to 
the beginning of its reconstitution to 
understand how the restoration of 
Israel would be accomplished. It was 
not given them to know of the long 
drawn-out processes necessary for the 
completion of God’s plan of blessing 
for the world. 

In Acts 1: 6 the Apostles questioned 
Him as to the time of the restoration 
of the Kingdom to Israel. But the 
answer was not given then. It would 
not have been possible for them to 
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visualize a process of events covering 
twenty centuries, during which Chris- 
tian Israel was to be gradually schooled 
in their assigned task. To the nations 
of Israel in this age, viewing the closing 
scenes of this great world drama, yet 
blind to the significance of events tak- 
ing place due to the traditions of men 
substituted for God’s plan, the knowl- 
edge of their identity as the true Israel 
of God will be made known by His 
Holy Spirit, and they will then act 
fully in accord with their destiny. 

The only true source of knowledge 
is contained in the Bible. It is of para- 
mount importance at this time to have 
a more logical presentation of Scrip- 
tural facts than is being given by 
modern churchmen. The Gospel of the 
Kingdom contains the doctrine of per- 
sonal salvation as a first step in the 
process of Israel’s rebetrothal to God. 
By Christ’s sacrifice the nation was also 
redeemed from the past accumulation 
of evil so that individuals “in Christ” 
may go forward collectively to carry 
out their national responsibilities in 
the gradual restoration of the King- 
dom of God on earth. 


“He came and dwelt in Capernaum by 
the sea in the borders of Zebulun and 
Naphtali, that it might be fulfilled what 
was spoken through Isaiah the prophet 
saying, ‘Zebulun land and Naphtali land, 
by way of the sea beyond Jordan, Galilee 
of the nations’ [Israel]. The people [Israel] 
that sitteth in darkness, saw a great light. 
And to those sitting in a region and shadow 
of death, For them [Israel] a light rose.” 
(Matt. 4: 12-17, American Revised Version.) 


What was to be fulfilled? That this 
remnant of God’s people Israel then 
living in the district of Galilee, and 
through them in long years to follow 
their brother Israelites of all the tribes, 
scattered throughout Asia and Europe 
and surrounded by the darkness of 
evil, were to see “a great light.” 
Jesus Christ provided that “light” and 
fulfilled the prophecy that “for them 
[Israel] a light rose.” From that day 
forward the descendants of God’s peo- 
ple Israel have carried the “light” 
around the world. Are men so blind 
that they cannot see His true Israel 
today? And see further that this great 
process, set in motion by God, has 
been evolving throughout the Chris- 
tian ages? 

If, as is taught today, our Lord’s 
message was to foreign non-Israel 
“Gentiles,” why go back to Israel’s 
history? The land of Zebulun and 
Naphtali would have no interest to 
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aliens. The very names would be 
strange, unknown to them, and not 
likely to be placed on any map of 
Palestine of that period of history. 
There can be no question that the 
main theme of Isaiah’s prophecies 
concern Israel as a nation and that 
the fulfillment of all other Biblical 
prophecies regarding the movements 
of this people cannot be consummated 
in any race or peoples other than 
Israel. 

Isaiah states that “‘the people”’ were 
destined to see “a great light.”? The 
New Testament and secular history 
records this as an accomplished fact, 
beginning in A.D. 27. There can be no 
question as to the identity of “the 
people,” for he accurately describes 
them in a few verses further on in the 
same passage: 


“The Lord sent a word into Jacob, and 
it hath lighted upon Israel. And all the 
people shall know [the light], even 


Ephraim.” (Isa. 9: 8-9.) 


Ephraim was the birthright tribe, 
the head tribe of the House of Israel 
to whom our Lord states emphatically 
that He was sent: 


“But he answered and said, I am not 
sent but unto the lost sheep of the house of 
Israel.”’ (Matt. 15: 24.) 


Whatever churchmen may say to 
the contrary, this was His policy and 
in line with the command He issued to 
His disciples, who were instructed at 
the outset of His ministry not to go to 
the “Gentiles,” or as Ferrar Fenton 
clearly renders this passage: 


**Do not turn aside into the heathen dis- 
tricts, nor enter the towns of the Samari- 
tans;* but rather go to the lost sheep of 
Israel’s house.”’ (Matt. 10: 5-7.) 


This straightforward statement by 
Jesus Christ relative to racial Israel 
leaves no room for controversy. Con- 
fusion of thought arises from the error 
of churchmen who have substituted 
“Gentiles” for Israel and who disre- 
gard the Biblical fact that a physical 
and literal Israel is to be glorified in 
Christ, in order that they may en- 
lighten the other nations of the world, 
according to God’s plan for mankind 
based on the Abrahamic and subse- 
quent covenants made with His people. 

Let us be practical and logical in

our interpretation of the Scriptures. In 
considering peoples, nations and races 
mentioned in God’s Word, examine 
the correlation of secular history with 
that of the Biblical record, for herein 
lies the only truth bearing on the pres- 
ent chaotic state of the world. By what 
right do we substitute “‘Gentile” peo- 
ples and nations, or a “Gentile” 
church, for God’s chosen Israel na- 
tions? Or claim that modern Jewry 
represents Israel and has taken the 
place of God’s anointed nations, and 
at some future date is to undertake the 
task set for the peoples of God’s King- 
dom here on earth? Were Christ’s 
words meaningless when He said: 


“The kingdom of God shall be taken 
from you [Jews], and given to a nation 
bringing forth the fruits thereof.’ (Matt. 
21: 43.) 


The Kingdom of God was never 
promised to the Jews and they do not 
represent Israel. 

Again it must be emphasized: Jesus 
Christ came to Galilee of the Tribes so 
that the prophecy of Isaiah 8: 13-22 
to 9: 1-7 might be fulfilled. In Mat- 
thew 4: 12-17 we have a record of this 
fulfillment to a physical Israel, rep- 
resented by the Benjamites, at the be- 
ginning of His ministry. Follow the 
Biblical record of His teaching as He 
journeyed about Galilee. To the un- 
biased reader the record is clear: 

Matthew 4: 23, 5: 1 — Note that the 
Sermon on the Mount is addressed to 
His disciples as the representative 
nucleus of His Israel Kingdom. 

Matthew 5: 17-22 — He confirms the 
Law of the Lord given to Israel at Mt. 
Sinai when God’s Kingdom on earth 
was established. 

Matthew 8: 12 — Note that there are 
earthly, human wrongdoers among 
“the children of the kingdom.” 

Matthew 9: 14-15 — Note that His 
disciples are alluded to as the ‘“‘chil- 
dren of the bridechamber.” The 
“bride” is Israel (Isa. 62: 5). 

Matthew 9: 35 — Again shows that 
His ministry is still in Galilee of the 
Tribes. 

Matthw 10:5— His disciples re- 
quested not to go into the heathen dis- 
tricts of Samaria. 

Matthew 11: 21 — Refers to cities in 
Galilee. : 

With the Kingdom key of the Scrip- 
tures as a guide, one cannot help but 
understand the objective of Christ’s 
Ministry: the redemption of His peo-

but, as His noblest creation, He gave him (us) 

dominion over all His works. Accordingly, for the 
purpose of discharging our responsibilities of government, 
He provided a code of laws plainly set forth in His Word 
Written — the Bible. 

The Bible presents two great gospels: one, the Gospel 
of personal salvation, the spiritual, a system of redemp- 
tion and worship under ecclesiastical administration; the 
other, the Gospel of the Kingdom, a system of national 
government under Divine Law, composed of command- 
ments, statutes and judgments. ‘These make up the mate- 
rial, temporal, national constitution, the administration 
of which is the duty of the legislator, the politician and 
judiciary — not the preacher, except perhaps to remind 
us of our duty in respect thereto. These two gospels, while 
totally different in their respective spheres of action, are 
complementary branches of God’s plan for the establish- 
ment of His Kingdom here upon earth. 

This Divine Law was given to the Israel nation at 
Mount Sinai, nearly 3,500 years ago, and is contained in 
the following Books: 

Exopus — Formation of the Nation 
Leviticus — Manual of Ecclesiastical Law 
NumBErs — National organization 
DEUTERONOMY — Digest of the Divine Law 

Concerning this law Psalm 19 says: ““The law of the 
Lord is perfect. . . . The testimony of the Lord is sure. 
. . . The fear of the Lord is clean. . . . The statutes of 
the Lord are right. . . . The commandment of the Lord 
is pure... . The judgments of the Lord are true and 
righteous altogether.”” Of the 19th Psalm the late Dr. Wil- 
liam Pascoe Goard, profound Bible scholar, wrote: 

“A psalm that deals with science and religion in the most 
masterly paragraphs which have ever been written upon the 
subject, and with an understanding, and with a clear vision and 
grip of the subject such as has no equal in modern scholarship.” 

No human wisdom has yet devised a plan that will 
ensure social security to the nation. This, notwithstanding 
the myriad schemes of the world’s wisest statesmen, phi- 
losophers, scientists, economists and all the great inter- 
national organizations set up from time to time for that 
purpose. Not only have these failed, but the world is, ac- 
cording to the confession of our leaders, in the worst 
muddle of its entire history and in imminent danger of 
economic collapse and a third world war. ““The prospect 
is desperate,” cries the frustrated citizen, “what shall we 
do? We have tried everything under the sun and the end 
of civilization is freely predicted.” 

Steady, my friend, we haven’t tried every expedient. 
There’s one plan we haven’t tried yet, and it carries the 
Author’s guarantee to cure our individual and national 
ills right speedily. It is the plan of the Great Architect of 
the universe, Creator of heaven and earth, known as the 
Divine Law, or the Law of the Lord, which governs the 
material, physical world and all the forces of nature. 


G NOT ONLY created man in His own image 
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One of the most illuminating chapters which demon- 
strate the workings of the Divine Law in a national sense 
is the 28th of Deuteronomy. Verses 3 to 14 provide for 
blessings beyond the ken of mortal man, conditioned 
solely upon: 

“If thou shalt hearken diligently unto the voice of the Lord thy God, 
to observe and to do all his commandments. . 


What would the world give ‘iii for a state of guar- 
anteed prosperity — no sickness, no wars, no poverty and 
no industrial strife? Conversely, verses 16 to the end of 
the chapter enumerate the curses which will follow re- 
fusal to observe and to obey His commandments, statutes 
and judgments. For a résumé of the ills and evils which 
have afflicted this battered old world, these verses tell the 
story — drought, dustbowls, cannibalism, loathsome dis- 
eases, plagues, wars, captivity, slavery and misery in ex- 
tremis. They have all happened, and all because we have 
forsaken the Divine guide and pursued our own devious 
paths of delusion, trusting more to the frailties of human 
wisdom than in the only safe and trustworthy omnipotence 
of an infallible God. For scientists, philosophers and econ- 
omists, with all their skill and wisdom, cannot create 
forces of nature or command their action. 

Recent years seem particularly marked for caprices of 
the weather and freaks of nature, as we are pleased to call 
them. Extremes of one kind and another have covered the 
whole earth. Amongst those afflicting this continent were 
droughts, locust plagues and crop failures. Let us see what 
the Divine Law has to say about such things in Leviticus 
26: 3-4: 

“If ye walk in my statutes, and keep my commandments, 
and do them; then I will give you rain in due season, and the 
land shall yield her increase. . . 


In the affected areas — who perhaps are utter 
strangers to a house of worship or unaccustomed to bow 
the knee and humble the heart in supplication to the Crea- 
tor and Giver of all things good, are reported as praying 
for rain. There is, of course, a mighty force in individual 
and community prayer, as any practising Christian well 
knows, and it may be that some districts have had their 
prayers answered agreeably. Certain it is that a great many 
of them have not. 

The reason for the latter is that the situation demands 
national action in the form of contrite repentance as the 
first step to turning away from grievous national unright- 
eousness which, it must be admitted, is glaring indeed. 
The same action applies to all our ills. Instead of the 
benefit provisions, we have accepted the punitive clauses 
of Leviticus 26: 16-45 and suffered accordingly, as the 
prophecy says we should. 

There comes a time when the Lord does not answer 
prayer according to the petition. Unrighteous nations, 
like unrighteous people, who steadfastly refuse to heed 
God’s laws and be grateful for life’s blessings, cannot rea-

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REVIEW OF WORLD AFFAIRS

London, July 1 (By CaBLe) 

USSIA FAILED in her primary object in Korea, but she 

has a facility for capitalizing mistakes. While di- 

verted in Korea, we have allowed Russia and 

China to gain two great strategic successes elsewhere, to 
which reference is made later. 

The painful indecisive struggle in Korea has created a 
magnificent chance for Russia’s friends to develop a 
peace thesis. For who is not attracted to peace? But it 
is now possible that devastated Korea, dragged back from 
the jaws of a terrible conflict, may shortly thereafter be 
politically infiltrated by Chinese and Russian Commu- 
nism, despite the military failure of the Marxist partners to 
gain a clear military decision. This situation could easily 
confuse and mislead our public opinion. 

There has been a steady propaganda build-up for com- 
promise in Korea. This has been apparent in both Wash- 
ington and London. The British government’s hope for a 
cease-fire by midsummer (June 24), has not been realized. 
Nevertheless, it was rather astute to have fancied the mid- 
summer date line, because it was on its very eve that 
Russia in fact suggested a cease-fire. Whatever the out- 
come of the latest moves may be, it all goes far- to stress 
Russia’s intense desire to gain time and conviction that 
any compromise now would, in the end, work out to her 
advantage. 

Russia not only wants time but is delighted to put herself 
forward as the initiator of a suggestion to cease fire. Ob- 
jections to the terms would make the UN seem bellicose, 
and Russia hopes it would be easy to drive a wedge be- 
tween Britain and the U. S. on the matter of terms. More- 
over, the cease-fire suggestion might bring a relaxation in 
public opinion, much reducing both the will to rearm and 
the desire to be firm over Persia. Russia timed her proposal 
with great care and cleverness. 

The British government, most anxious for peace for 
domestic political reasons, would agree to terms which 
would give China and Russia an excellent chance of 
later on dominating Korea and certainly of excluding 
United Nations bases. In fact, the information available 
shows that China has every intention of increasing her 
pressure for the general Communization of East Asia. 
She does not object to compromise which would help this, 
but there are no signs whatever of any change in her plans 
or any breach with Russia. 

London stoutly refuses to admit the facts about China. 
In Washington there are also powerful political forces 
which continue to think an arrangement with Russia to 
be possible and which think a compromise in Korea now 
would settle MacArthur. Thus, London is gravely misled 
over China and some important men in Washington have 
political motives and are still misled over Russia. The two 
influences together tend to help the vast Sino-Russian 
military alliance to play for time in very nearly the man- 
ner which, on the whole, suits them fairly well. 

All our information leads to one clear conclusion — 
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Russia and China will stay together. No compromise of a 
lasting kind with the West is contemplated by either. Both 
have the intention of pressing their policies to the extreme 
length, whatever time-saving device they may adopt in 
the meantime. There is no ground whatsoever for the 
opinions held that Russia or China think themselves to be 
contained or expect to find themselves in any such position. 

It is also our categorical information that no action of 
the United Nations in the Far East during 1951 or the 
first part of 1952 and no action by the Atlantic Powers 
in the Middle East or Europe within that period would 
provoke Russian military retaliation. Russia cannot at 
present face war with the West. China has gained com- 
plete success in Tibet —a strategic area of vast impor- 
tance. This victory was unopposed and its importance 
neglected by the United Nations. Warning after warning 
was ignored. 

Those in the British government who want to compro- 
mise with China over a wide field of problems are also re- 
sponsible for the extreme vacillation over Persia. Russia 
has been at work throughout the entire Persian crisis, and 
nothing but the strongest and most unequivocal policy 
ever had the slightest chance of success. The Persian gov- 
ernment has not been free to come to reasonable terms, 
even had it wished to do so. The entire country is under- 
mined by Russian agents, using great sums of money and 
powerful political forces. Within 24 months all Persia will 
be under Russian domination. 

The best brains are in total disagreement that time is 
working automatically for us and that another short period 
of containment means checkmate for Russia. On the con- 
trary, the view is widely held that, short of action which 
is now completely lacking, time will in one vital respect 
work for Russia, and that is why she is doing all she can 
to win it. The Russians are known to be working on cer- 
tain projects which, if they develop, can, and from the 
known facts almost certainly will, make nonsense of our 
present defensive structures unless those projects are by 
one means or another put out of gear before they can 
develop. 

The disappearance of Mr. Maclean and Mr. Burgess 
aroused the interest of almost the whole world. For a short 
but significant period of time, certain officials appear to 
have hesitated over the disappearance. 

British officials are believed by the French Police to 
have known a great deal more than they said, making the 
French task a very difficult one. If the French had been 
informed in time, the runaways could not have been 
transported behind the iron curtain where, without 
doubt, they now are. For some unaccountable reason the 
British authorities did not seem over eager to get hold of 
the people for whom they were looking . . . the two men 
had an appointment in France and had carefully timed 
their trip . . . many details point to the fact that they 
intended to go back to England. 

The clear lesson is that no one who has had Communist 
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links or strong sympathies is safe for responsible positions, 
however honorable his intentions may now be. It is safe 
to employ him only in non-official work where no security 
issue arises. 

The facts are clear from other cases that British security 
arrangements are deplorable; Lord Vansittart states that 
a very large number of pro-Communist officials are in the 
public services. They protect each other; they use their 
official influence to undermine all attempts to give the 
full facts about Russia and Communism to the public. 
The three nuclear physicists who helped Russia had too 
much sympathy, particularly in the case of Pontecorvo. 
Not only the public services are infiltrated, but the 
churches, press, industry, schools and universities. 

The gravity of the situation can hardly be overstressed. 
At present no State secret is safe, and those who are trying 
to give the facts, upon publication of which the very life 
and freedom of the human family depend, are constantly 
undermined by those who, in one way or another, sympa- 
thize with the enemy. 


Tangier 


There are few places from which a better view of world 
affairs can be seen than the International Zone of Tangier. 

Many scarce commodities and raw materials can be 
bought in or through Tangier without the sellers being 
aware of the final destination. There is considerable skepti- 
cism about the world economic outlook. It is felt that the 
Western world is heading for a serious economic situation, 
largely as the result of refusing to face up to the facts and 
issues of the growing inflation. U. S. economic policy, it is 
being said, is seriously endangering U. S. foreign policy. 

It is insisted that the autumn of 1952 will be supremely 
critical, although in other centers many think the tense 
phase due to start in 1952 may drag on for some time. 
The Tangier calculation is made on the basis of Western 
preparation, Soviet armament and Soviet directives to in- 
dustry. It is thought that Russia will reach the peak of 
military and industrial preparedness by the end of the 
summer of 1952 and that her leaders will for a short space 
thereafter be faced with a choice between either taking 
the plunge or abandoning any thought of world domina- 
tion in their generation. 

The oil resources of Russia are thought to be far beyond 
general estimates. It is thought that Russia now has 
enough oil for industry and agriculture and that new oil 
developments are so promising that by next year there will 
be less military worries regarding oil. 


American Commentary 


It is relevant to say that MacArthur never had, and has 
no chance whatsoever of having, a clear and decisive his- 
toric judgment within a few weeks. Nor will a cease-fire 
in Korea make that judgment possible. The settlement of 
MacArthur’s historical position must, and does, lie some 
way ahead. It is impossible at present to declare him to be 
wrong. It is perhaps difficult to prove him to be right ex- 
cept by voicing an opinion as opposed to declaring a fact. 

MacArthur will be proved right if China gets away with 
her main aim in East Asia, as a result of immunity from 
attack or a cease-fire and if she remains an ally of Russia. 
He will be proved wrong if the policy of limited war in 
Korea brings about her virtual capitulation and if there- 
after she proves a far less valuable or useless ally to Russia. 
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Mr. Truman thinks containment to be safe and likely 
to avert atomic war. Many agree with him. Many disagree. 
Many experts think that this waiting, far from averting 
atomic war, may give Russia the time necessary to make it 
possible to turn all the land, sea and air defenses of the 
North Atlantic system by dropping a vast load of the latest 
A and H bombs on American production centers sometime 
between 1952 and 1954. 

Many of the observers whose reports reach us think Mr. 
Truman will be proved wrong. Some think he will be 
proved right. None, however, question Russia’s plans. The 
events which could prove Mr. Truman wrong would be 
ones which would largely destroy Britain and America 
and that it is too dangerous to allow the case to be tested 
by such means. This is not, they claim, a debate which can 
be left for settlement in a rain of A and H bombs. 


IntereSting Items 


Communism is steadily gaining ground in Indonesia. 
The present regime is a compound of graft, inefficiency 
and instability. A very dangerous situation will probably 
have arisen by the middle of next year. 

The Dutch are very sore about the whole thing. They 
blame Britain and America for their loss of Indonesia. 
They become particularly resentful when asked to sym- 
pathize with Britain’s difficulties in Malaya. It is this which 
is at the root of Holland’s comparatively poor showing in 
European defense measures. 

Not only Holland but Australia is now very worried 
about West New Guinea. The Australian attitude to Hol- 
land’s difficulties in Indonesia was far from sympathetic. 
New Guinea, however, comes very near home. Former 
Australian views about the East Indies have become 
considerably modified. 


British Politics 


An extremely well informed political observer says that, 
barring accidents, there will be a general election in Octo- . 
ber and polling day will be the 18th of that month. The 
Conservative-Liberal problem is to convince the decisive 
floating vote that an alternative government would be 
more than mildly better than the present one. It seems 
that the problem is to convince the middle classes that 
politicians are not all much the same and pretty poor at 
the best. 

Most observers notice that a heavy cloud of depression 
hangs over much of the nation. No festival, no fun fair, not 
the most alluring escapism, nor the most diverting enter- 


. tainments, seem to dispel this lethargy. Many who report 


to us say that nothing short of a fresh vision of Britain’s 
age-long tradition with its incentives and its responsibilities 
will ever cause an awakening. 

One European — a man of wide international connec- 
tions and contacts —told our observer: “If British 
Socialists refuse full cooperation with Western Europe, 
Britain will find herself not only isolated but sunk.”

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Astronomical Cycles Hidden in 
Prophetic Time Periods 


Ep. Note: This article was sent to us by 
Mr. Victor Morris Tyler, at one time 
editor of Our Race Quarterly, which was 
originally published by Professor C. A. L. 
Totten. Mr. Tyler found it among his old 
records, the author having sent it to him 
many years ago for publication in Our 
Race Quarterly. It was written prior to 
World War I, which makes the author’s 
findings of special significance today. Mr. 
Geissenhainer not only highlighted the 
importance of the inter-related time pe- 
riods of the planets, but he also showed 
1914 to 1918 A.D. as a period to be watched, 
particularly stressing the strong chrono- 
logical markings of 5916 A.m., which is 
1917 A.D. This we now know was the year 
that saw the taking of Jerusalem from the 
Turks, the direct result of the conflict 
called World War I that raged between 
1914 and 1918 a.p. It was an event that 
should have been a trumpet blast to Chris- 
tendom that the end of the age was at 
hand, for the Times of the Gentiles began 
to end with the delivery of the Holy City 
from Gentile domination. 


IS IS WRITTEN for the purpose of 
showing that there is harmony 
between the prophetic cycles and 
the various periods of the different 
planets and that Bible history, from 
its origin to the crucifixion of our 
Lord, has been marked by them. In 
this article the term “year” or “‘pe- 
riod” means the revolution of a given 
planet around the sun. 

I assume, as an article of faith, that 
Palmoni, the Wonderful Numberer 
(Dan. 8: 13), and the Creator of the 
Ages (Heb. 1:2), are one and the 
same Person. Furthermore, that this 
Person is Jesus Christ, the Lord of the 
Sabbath (Mark 2: 28). I believe that 
the principles involved in what fol- 
lows are His handiwork and funda- 
mental to the measurement of the 
cycles of the heavenly bodies, and 
that numbers of these cycles have been 
incorporated in the Scriptures in sev- 
several ways, viz., genealogies, biogra- 
phies, histories and prophecies. 

The Law of Sabbaths, of which 
Jesus Christ is the Lord, has been ar- 
ranged on chronological principles, 
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seven years being considered a com- 
plete period (Ex. 23: 10-11 and Lev. 
25: 4). The whole of the seventh 
year, in addition to the weekly Sab- 
baths of the six preceding years, were 
allowed for rest. The decimal repre- 
senting the portion for rest is .2653.* 

The Sabbath is a perpetual sign be- 
tween the Lord and the House of 
Israel (Ex. 31: 17) and it may clearly 
be seen that the chronological aspect 
of the law is still a sign to the House of 
Israel that this Law is of the Revealer 
of Numbers and that the Bible is of 
Him. 

For the purpose named, Bible his- 
tory will be set forth in three parts: 

1) From Adam to Noah’s Flood — 
1656-7 years. 

2) From Adam to the Exodus — 
2513% years. 

3) From Adam to the Ministry of 
Christ — 4026-7 years. 

Scriptural numbers that will be 
used are: 

666 — Revelation 13: 18. 

1260 — Revelation 12: 6, 14 & Dan- 
iel 12: 7. 

1290 — Daniel 12: 11. 

1335 — Daniel 12: 12. 

365 — Genesis 5: 23. 

40 — a generation. 

1565 —signifying Jehovah (7-H- 
V-H) in Hebrew. 

5651 — the reverse of 1565. 

The equivalent of 1335 periods of 
the planet Mars is 2510 earth years. 
2510 X .2653, the Sabbatic ratio, 
equals 666; that is, 666 solar years is 
the Sabbatic proportion of that num- 
ber of years which is equal to 1335 
periods of the planet Mars. Thus, 
prophetic numbers, used with the 
Sabbatic ratio, are contained in the 
measure of astronomical cycles. 





* Note: In six years there are 313 weekly 
Sabbath days. Add the 365 days of the 
Sabbatic year and we have 678 days, so 
that in 7 years the number of Sabbath days 
required would be 678. But in 7 years there 
are 2556 days, 678 days in the .2653 decimo- 
fractional part. This decimal will give the 
“Sabbatic proportion” of any period of 


time. 


The interval between 2510 (1335 
periods of Mars) and 25134, the 
year of the Exodus, is made up of 
several combinations of prophetic 
cycles: 

1222) solar = 1260 lunar periods. 

1222% + 1290 = 2512. 
1252 solar years = 666 periods of 
Mars. 

1252 + 1260 = 2512. 

40 periods of Saturn = 1178 solar 

years. 

1178 + 1335 = 2513. 

962.87 solar years = 1565 (7-H-V-H) 

of Venus. 

775.2 solar years = 1260 of Venus. 

962.87 + 775.2 + 775.2 = 2513.27. 

40 periods of Jupiter = 474.4. 

474-4 + 474-4 + 1565 = 2513.8. 

From the foregoing it will be seen 
that Israel “‘passed through the sea 
dryshod” after a fullness of prophetic 
times measured on Biblical principles. 

As to the time of Noah’s Flood in 
1656-7 A.M., the first item noticed 
concerning the divisions of this span 
of years is that the Sabbatic proportion 
of 1656 years is 439.4 years, which 
equal 1825 periods of the planet Mer- 
cury (1825 + 5 = 365). 

Much has been written concerning 
the astro-prophetic number 365; it 
not only comes out in Enoch’s history 
but also in that of his son Methuselah 
who was born 687 a.m. 687 years of 
earth equal 365 of the planet Mars. 
The number of years Methuselah lived 
(969) is the Sabbatic proportion of 
3652 years, which is ten times 365.2. 
Subtracting the Sabbatic proportion 
of 969 years, which is 257 years, from 
the birth year of Enoch, which is 622, 
365 is the remainder. 

By adding 257 years (see above) 
to Enoch’s birth year, 879 is the re- 
sult; this number of earth years equal 
3652 periods of Mercury. Enoch is the 
seventh or Sabbatic man and these 
results are obtained by applying the 
Sabbatic proportion to the data con- 
nected with his history. 

If 4 times 365 years are added to his 
birth year (622), the result is 2082-3, 
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which is the year of Abraham’s call 
and sojourn. If 8 times 365 are added 
to his birth year (622), the result is 
3542-3, which is the year of the edict 
to Ezra to restore and rebuild Jeru- 
salem (Dan. 9: 25). 

The cycle of 1656-7 years is com- 
posed of two periods of 1335 each, one 
of Mercury and one of earth; 321.29 
earth years equal 1335 of Mercury 
(321.29 + 1335 = 1656.29), thus em- 
phasizing 1656-7 as a prophetic cycle 
by terms found in Daniel 12: 12 
through planetary cycles. 

The cycle of years that spans from 
Adam to the ministry of Christ will 
now be considered. According to Our 
Race Studies, our Lord’s ministry began 
in 4026 a.M. and closed in 4027 A.M. 
Let us see how the numbers 1335 and 
1260 are involved in its divisions. 

321.29 earth years equal 

periods of Mercury. 

821.26 earth years equal 

periods of Venus. 

By adding 1335 earth years to these 
two cycles, 2477.55 is the result. 
2477.55 of earth years equals in whole 
numbers 4027 periods of Venus. The 
difference between 2477 and 4027 is 
1550 years. As one-half 1550, or 775 
earth years, equal 1260 periods of 
Venus, the span of 4027 years is com- 
posed of three periods of 1335 each, 
one of Mercury, one of Venus, and 
one of earth, plus two periods of 
Venus at 1260 each.

years of these planets + 2 
cycles of 1260 years of an- 
other planet. 

Noah’s Flood closed in 1657 A.M. 
(1657 + 2369 = 4026); 2369 earth 
years equal 1260 periods of Mars. The 
cycle of earth years that equals 1260 
years of Mars is composed of 365 of 
Mercury, plus 365 of Venus, plus 365 
of earth = 677.4 earth years; that is, 
these three cycles of 365 periods each 
equal 360 periods of Mars, and three 
and one-half times this period equals 
1260 years of Mars. 

Again, 3360 earth years equal 40 
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periods of the planet Saturn (3360 + 
666 = 4026 years). It was in this 
year, 4026 a.M., that, after 40 days of 
fasting, our Lord was tempted by 
him who is the source of all that is 
anti-Christ, whose number is 666. 

So far sufficient has been written 
to show that there is harmony between 
prophetic cycles and the various peri- 
ods of the different planets, and that 
Bible history has been marked by 
them. While the writer does not pre- 
tend to know what will occur next 
according to the Divine plan, or when 
anything in particular will occur, he 
will mention some combinations of 
prophetic cycles that emphasize the 
years in the immediate future as 
important. 

There have been short periods in 
Bible history which have been marked 
by different combinations of prophetic 
cycles. For example, computing from 
2510 A.M. (1335 of Mars), 3% years 
later is 2513% A.M., the year of the 
Exodus from Egypt. Forty years after 
this event, in 2553% A.M., Joshua 
crossed the Jordan with Israel, and it 
was 3% years later, in 2555-6 A.M., 
when the sun stood still at his com- 
mand and he slew the five kings in the 
battle of Beth-Horon. The sun stood 
still at his command in the 2555th 
year, which is 7 X 365. So the years 
2553-4-5-6 A.M. are fixed as impor- 
tant. The point in time at which 
Joshua crossed the Jordan is especially 
marked by the Sabbatic proportion 
(.2653) thus: 

It has already been shown that 365 
years of Mercury, plus 365 of Venus, 
plus 365 of earth, equal 677.4 earth 
years, and that this equals 360 years 
of the planet Mars; and that a time, 
times and a half (1260), at 677.4 years 
to a time, equals 2369-70 earth years, 
which equals 1260 of the planet Mars. 

677.4 earth years is the Sabbatic 
proportion (.2653) of 2553. So 365 of 
Mercury, plus 365 of Venus, plus 365 
of earth, is the Sabbatic proportion of 
the number of years that had passed 
when the Jordan was crossed by the

Israelites in 2553 A.M. 

By adding 40 periods of Uranus, 
which equals 3360 of earth, to 2553- 
4-5-6 a.M., the result is 5913-14-15-16 
A.M. which, according to Prof. C. A. L. 
Totten, corresponds to 1914-15-16-17 
A.D. Taking the last of this series of 
years as the closing one of the series, 
its importance may be seen because, 
by subtracting prophetic cycles from 
it, we arrive at points in Biblical 
history that are marked in like man- 
ner. 

5916 a.M. corresponds to 1917-18 
A.D. The Protestant world contem- 
plates celebrating then the 4ooth An- 
niversary of the beginning of the 
Reformation by Martin Luther, who 
nailed his protest against the sale of 
indulgences to the Church door at 
Wittenburg on the 31st of October in 
1517 A.D. (see Ed. Note). 

5916-2510 (1335 of Mars) = 3406 
(594-3 B.c.) when Judah was led cap- 
tive. United States and Judah both 
appear to be specially interested in 
this climax of years because 2369-70 
years equal 1260 of the planet Mars, 
and 3406 + 2369 = 5775 A.M. or 
1776 A.D., the year of the Declaration 
of Independence. 

The number 1565 (7-H-V-H), and 
its reverse 5651, signifying the name 
of the Lord of the Sabbath, is, through 
the Sabbatic proportion (.2653), in- 
volved in the measure of the span that 
intervenes between Noah’s Flood, 
1656 a.m., and 5916 a.m (1917-18 
A.D.), thus: 

5916 — 1656 = 4260. 

5651 — 10 = 565.1 + 2130 = .2653 

2130 X 2 = 4260 

2130 — 565 = 1565. 

That is, 565.1 years is the Sabbatic 
proportion of 2130 years. 2130 — 565 
(H-V-H) = 1565 (F-H-V-H). 

1178 earth years = 40 periods of 

Saturn. 

2369 earth years = 1260 of Mars. 
1178 + 2369 + 2369 = 5916. 

All things are double, one against 
another, and double 2130 is 4260. 
Double 1335, one of Mercury, 32! 
years, and one of earth = 321 + 1335 
= 1656 + 4260 = 5916 a.m. Again, 
5916 a.M., or 1917-18 A.D., is empha- 
sized in this manner. 

Here we have time, times, and the 
dividing of times set forth in some of 
their phases, enough to indicate that 
Scriptural numbers are not meaning- 
less and without significance, but are 
works of the Lord and consequently 
worth searching out. 
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The Drama Unfolds 


Fune 23, 1951 
EVELOPMENTS IN THE tensing 
Middle Eastern crisis during 
May and June continued to 
link closely with premonitory phases 
of tribulation which swept this region 
in earlier years. The March 1946 
incidents between Russia and Iran, 
the partition of Palestine and high- 
light dates of the Arab-Jewish war 
are some of the significant initial 
points for cycles marking the sequence 
of events which the chart notes. There 
is perfect continuity as the forces 
involved, the passions and clashing 
interests, are gradually unleashed to 
stage the culmination of the world 
drama on a schedule of perfect pre- 
cision. 

While Iran seethed and Palestine 
stirred uneasily, the tentacles of Soviet 
domination fastened firmly upon strat- 
egic Tibet. The Russians “accepted” 
a Western bid to a Big Four con- 
ference, but under conditions which 
amounted to a rejection. Meanwhile, 
Soviet activities suggested a new trial 
of strength over Berlin was under 
consideration. 

Last month’s chart closed with the 
May 22 date upon which the Israeli 
cabinet indicated its compliance with 
a Security Council order that work 
be halted in the border zone until 
the dispute with Syria could be set- 
tled. Events demonstrated that the 
Jews had only complied to the extent 
of stopping drainage operations in 
one small area. Syrian protests con- 
tinued. 

Violence erupted in another sector 
of the Holy Land on May 24 when 
the Jews charged Jordan with two 
successive invasions of Israeli terri- 
tory. Earlier the government of Jor- 
dan had protested against border cross- 
ings by Israeli troops. The date was 
390 plus two days after Great Britain 
recognized the Jewish state on April 
27, 1950 (near bottom of chart). 

May 24 also brought an ultimatum 
from the government of Iran direct- 
ing the Anglo-Iranian Oil Company 
to cooperate on nationalization of the 
oil fields or see the properties taken 
over without its representation. 
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Tibet came completely into control 
of the Red army under provisions of a 
“liberation” pact announced by Com- 
munist China on May 27. The treaty 
called for integration of Tibetan troops 
into the Red army and for Red China 
to take over Tibet’s foreign affairs and 
trade. Among other important strat- 
egical advantages, this conquest gave 
the Soviet Union a springboard for 
exerting propaganda and military 
pressure on India. 

The Tibet “liberation” pact was 
announced 7 x 270 days after March 
24, 1946 when Soviet troops with- 
drew from Iran. The Soviet program 
is one of opportunism, giving ground 
where necessary but ever advancing 
when conditions are ripe. Balked tem- 
porarily in their 1946 venture into 
Iran, the Russians continued to press 
their program. Now, 1890 days later, 
their conquest of Tibet clears the way 
for further moves which will heap 
additional tribulation upon the West- 
ern Powers. 

The May 27 terminal was also 420 
days lunar after April 8, 1950 when 
the Russians shot down a U. S. Navy 
plane in the Baltic Sea (lower half of 
chart). In addition, it fell 390 days 
after the Chinese Nationalist govern- 
ment conceded the loss of Hainan 
Island to the Communists on May 2, 
1950. 

Unrest mounted in Iran as the gov- 
ernment formulated plans for taking 
over the British oil properties. On 
May 29 vast throngs of Communist- 
front demonstrators paraded in Teh- 
ran chanting, “‘Kick British and Amer- 
ican imperialists out.” This was 1040 
days solar after the Palestine truce 
expired on July 8, 1948 (lower half 
of chart). The mean terminal of this 
1040 cycle was noted on last month’s 
chart. 

The Iranian government on May 30 
formally notified the British-controlled 
Anglo-Iranian Oil Company of its 
determination to nationalize the prop- 
erties. On the same day the Israelis 
hinted that the border dispute with 
Syria might be referred back to the 
United Nations if no agreement were 
reached within two or three weeks. 


These two developments came 1260 
days solar after the United Nations 
voted to partition Palestine on No- 
vember 29, 1947 (bottom of chart). 

The Paris talks of Big Four deputies 
aimed at forming an agenda for a 
Foreign Ministers’ conference con- 
tinued without agreement. On May 
31 the Western Big Three sought to 
break the deadlock by inviting Russia 
to a Foreign Ministers’ conference in 
Washington on July 23 to discuss 
tensions that threatened world peace. 
It is significant that this invitation 
was issued 7 x 270 days lunar after 
April 25, 1946 when the conference 
to draft World War II peace terms 
opened in Paris. The subsequent col- 
lapse of this conference proved that 
the peace was illusory. Soon the “‘cold 
war” was in full swing. 

A Washington report on June 1 
revealed that President Truman had 
sent personal appeals to Iran and the 
British asking that the oil dispute be 
settled by friendly negotiations. This 
was 1260 days solar plus two after the 
November 29, 1947 vote on partition- 
ing Palestine. It was also 2300 days 
after the February 12, 1945 communi- 
que issued at the close of the Yalta 
Conference (bottom of chart). 

Reading of the Truman letter in 
a Closed session of the Iranian Senate 
on June 2 stirred angry mutterings 
of “intervention.” Subsequently Pre- 
mier Mossadegh declared that Iran 
could not accept an official delegation 
to discuss any question raised under 
the oil nationalization law. The date 
was 7 x 120 days lunar after the 
February 24, 1949 Egyptian-Jewish 
armistice and also 666 days solar 
before April 8, 1953. The latter date 
will be 2520 days after the Paris Con- 
ference collapsed on May 15, 1946 
(near top of chart). 

The Russians on June 4 agreed to 
a Big Four meeting in Washington, 
but only on condition that the Atlantic 
Pact and American bases in Europe 
were put on the program. Since this 
was the issue: which the Russians had 
striven for two months to include in 
the agenda being framed by the dep- 
uties in Paris, the Soviet acceptance 
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under these terms was tantamount 
to a rejection. The date was 420 plus 
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airlift might be revived. As noted on 
the upper half of the chart, June 12 
was both 420 days after April 18, 
1950 and 666 days before April 8, 
1953: 

The Soviets tightened their eco- 
nomic blockade of Berlin on June 14 
by restricting imports as well as ex- 2300 . 
ports. On the same day Iran an- | Yalta Communique Truman Appeal to Iran 
nounced she would enter conferences 
with Anglo-Iranian Oil Company rep- 
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resentatives only if the company agreed 
in advance to turn all profits over to 
the Iranian government. The date 
was 7 x 120 days after the February 
24, 1949 Egyptian-Jewish armistice. 

An accord between Britain and 
America over terms of the Japanese 
peace treaty was revealed in London 
on the June 14 terminal. Russia still 
insisted that only the Big Four Foreign 
Ministers should draft the treaty. 

Iran took over complete control of 
Anglo-Iranian Oil Company opera- 
tions on June 20 as the Tehran govern- 
ment spurned last-minute efforts at 
mediation. Great Britain recalled her 
peace mission and warned that she 
would protect the lives of Britons. 

The action of the Iranian govern- 
ment brought to a head a crisis seen 
in some quarters as the gravest since 
Hitler’s invasion of Poland. Not only 
were the Western Powers threatened 
with the possible loss of Iran’s oil, 
but they might be compelled to take 
stern measures to prevent it from 
falling under Russian control. Perils 
loomed whether Britain tried to pro- 
tect her interests by force, or created 


a power vacuum by leaving the instal- 
lations in the hands of the weak and 
incompetent Iranian government. 

Significant time-measures, noted on 
the center of the chart, show that the 
June 20 nationalization date fell 2 x 
286 days after the United Nations 
opened debate on the China issue 
on November 25, 1949 and 286 days 
solar after September 3, 1950 when 
a Soviet bomber was downed in Korea. 
The June 20 terminal was also 286 
days before April 1, 1952 (2520 days 
after V-E Day) and 666 days lunar 
plus two before April 8, 1953. 

The Western Big Three broke off 
the long and futile Paris sessions of 
Foreign Minister’ deputies on June 21, 
leaving the door open for Russia to 
attend a Big Four conference on the 
basis of agreements reached by the 
deputies. This was 7 x 270 days lunar 
after the conference to draft World 
War II peace terms collapsed on May 
15, 1946 (top of chart). Note that 7 x 
270 lunar cycles, measured from both 
the opening and closing dates of the 
1946 Paris Conference, marked im- 
portant developments in diplomatic 


negotiations between Russia and the 
West. 

On June 22 the British threatened 
to shut down the Abadan refinery if 
mass resignations of British employees 
resulted from interference by the Ira- 
nian commission. The British also 
sought an injunction against Iran in 
the International Court at The 
Hague. The date was 666 days lunar 
before April 8, 1953 (center of chart). 

Tautening of the Iranian crisis 
opened a fateful two-year period that 
will surely be the most momentous in 
the world’s long history. The great 
climax, the explosive denouement, 
cannot be long delayed. 

Every day brings new evidence of 
the accuracy of the Divinely-inspired 
prophecies which foretold this ulti- 
mate contest for world dominion. The 
rare privilege of matching day-to-day 
fulfillment with the ancient utterances 
of God’s holy prophets belongs to 
those who have familiarized themselves 
with the blueprint for these times 
enshrined in the Bible. The assurance 
it brings to the faithful watchers will 
be precious in the days ahead.

CHAPTER XXI 


DEPORTATION OF THE HOUSE 
OF ISRAEL 


ON THE DEATH OF Jeroboam, King of Israel, Nadah, 

his son, reigned in his stead over the House of 

Israel, but his reign was of short duration. He did 
evil in the sight of the Lord and walked in the ways of his 
father Jeroboam, who made Israel to sin. The record of the 
early kings of the House of Israel is a sordid one, which 
may be summed up in the words describing Nadah’s reign, 
for, with few exceptions, they “did evil in the sight of the 
Lord and walked in the ways of Jeroboam, who made 
Israel to sin.” 

Baasha, the son of Ahijah, conspired against Nadah and 
slew him after a reign of only two years. Then Baasha fol- 
lowed the evil practices of Jeroboam and the Lord sent a 
prophet to him with the message: 


*‘Forasmuch as I exalted thee out of the dust, and made thee 
prince over my people Israel; and thou hast walked in the way 
of Jeroboam, and hast made my people Israel to sin, to provoke 
me to anger with their sins; Behold, I will take away the posterity 
of Baasha, and the posterity of his house; and will make thy 
house like the house of Jeroboam the son of Nebat. Him that 
dieth of Baasha in the city shall the dogs eat; and him that dieth 
of his in the fields shall the fowls of the air eat.” (I Kings 16: 
2-4.) 

Baasha reigned for twenty-four years and upon his death 
his son Elah came to the throne over the House of Israel. 
He also reigned just two years and then Zimri, a captain of 
his chariots, conspired to slay him, seizing the opportunity 
to do so while the king was drinking himself drunk at 
Tirzah. Zimri thereupon proceeded to destroy all the house 
of Baasha, leaving not one alive of his kinsmen or friends. 
Thus was fulfilled the prophecy spoken by the prophet 
who had informed Baasha that his house would be de- 
stroyed. Zimri’s reign, however, was of very short dura- 
tion, for it lasted but seven days. 

When the people heard what Zimri had done, and that 
he had slain the King, for they were in camp fighting the 
Philistines at the time, they made Omri, the captain of the 
hosts, king over the House of Israel. The army then moved 
against Zimri, and when he saw that Tirzah was taken, 
Zimri committed suicide. 


Omri and Ahab 


Omri bought the hill of Samaria where he built a city 
and called it Samaria. But Omri did evil in the sight of 
the Lord and after twelve years of rule he died and was 
buried in Samaria, his son Ahab reigning in his place. It 
was during the reign of Omri that many statutes were 
passed in Israel as a flagrant act of repudiation of the Law 
of the Lord. Later, when God listed the sins of His people, 
one of the outstanding charges against them, as stated by 
Micah the Prophet, was: 


“For the statutes of Omri are kept, and all the works of the 
house of Ahab, and ye walk in their counsels; that I should make 
thee a desolation, and the inhabitants thereof an hissing: there- 
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fore ye shall bear the reproach of my people.” (Micah 6: 16.) 


Ahab also followed in all the footsteps of his father, his 
evil works even exceeding what had been done before 
him. The statement is made: 


“And Ahab the son of Omri did evil in the sight of the Lord 
above all that were before him.” (I Kings 16: 30.) 


He took as his wife Jezebel, the daughter of Ethbaal, 
King of the Zidonians, and began to worship Baal. He 
erected an altar in the house of Baal which he had built 
in Samaria, thus doing more to provoke God to anger than 
all the kings of Israel before him. 


Jericho Rebuilt 


It was during the reign of Ahab that Jericho was re- 
built, the city that Joshua had destroyed after he crossed 
the Jordan. Hiel, who rebuilt the city, lost his first-born 
son when he laid its foundation, and when the city was 
completed and the gates were set, his younger son died. 
Thus was fulfilled the word of the Lord as spoken by 
Joshua who, after the destruction of Jericho, adjured all 
Israel at that time, saying: 

“Cursed be the man before the Lord, that riseth up and 
buildeth this city Jericho: he shall lay the foundation thereof in 
his firstborn, and in his youngest son shall he set up the gates of 
it.” (Joshua 6: 26.) 


Appearance of Elijah 


Elijah the Tishbite entered upon the scene during 
Ahab’s reign and announced to the King that there would 
be a severe drought throughout the land. The prophet 
then disappeared for a time and God miraculously sus- 
tained him for the duration of the famine. At the end of 
three years Elijah appeared again in the land and, meeting 
Obadiah, told him to inform Ahab that he had returned. 
Obadiah protested and told Elijah how Ahab had been 
hunting for him. Now, if he informed the King that the 
prophet was there and Ahab came and did not find him, 
Ahab would have him executed. Obadiah was fearful 
that Elijah would again disappear. But Elijah told him not 
to fear, for he promised him he would meet Ahab. 

When Ahab saw Elijah, he exclaimed, “Art thou he 
that troubleth Israel?” But Elijah replied: 


**T have not troubled Israel; but thou, and thy father’s house, 
in that ye have forsaken the commandments of the Lord, and 
thou hast followed Baalim.” (I Kings 18: 18.) 


Elijzh’s Challenge 


Elijah challenged the King with a proposal to determine 
who was the true God whom the people should worship. 
Jezebel his wife had sponsored Baalism in the land and 
supported the prophets of the heathen god Baal. Elijah told 
Ahab to arrange a test in Mount Carmel between him as 
a prophet of the Lord and 400 of the prophets of Baal. 
When the people, the prophets of Baal and Elijah had 
gathered at Mount Carmel, Elijah proposed that two 
altars be built, one by the prophets of Baal and the other 
by himself. The sacrifices were to be laid upon these 
altars. No fire was to be applied, but the prophets of Baal 
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were to call upon their god and he would call upon his 
God. The one who answered by fire would be the true 
God. The people agreed that such a trial was perfectly 
fair. 

The trial took place as planned and the result was com- 
plete failure for the prophets of Baal, while God answered 
Elijah’s prayer with a miraculous demonstration of His 
power. When the people saw the fire that descended upon 
the altar of the Lord, they exclaimed, “The Lord, he is 
the God; the Lord, he is the God!”’ 


Jezebel’s Message 


Elijah then commanded that the 400 prophets of Baal 
be taken and slain, after which he informed Ahab that 
the drought was broken, the announcement being fol- 
lowed by a great rain. But when Jezebel heard that the 
prophets of Baal had been executed, she sent word to 
Elijah, saying: 

“So let the gods do to me, and more also, if I make not thy 
life as the life of one of them by to morrow about this time.” 
(I Kings 19: 2.) 

Elijah fled for his life into the wilderness where God 
talked with him. For a full account of Elijah’s life, his con- 
troversy with Ahab, and the later slaying of Naboth by 
Jezebel to secure a vineyard for Ahab, see “Elijah the 
Tishbite,”” Documentary Studies, Volume II, pp. 299 to 318.* 


Syrians Defeated 


Ben-hadad, the King of Syria, came against Samaria 
and besieged the city. Ahab acceded to his demands until 
Ben-hadad made them so severe that Ahab could no longer 
consent to them. The King of Syria then swore he would 
completely destroy the city and all of its inhabitants. 
Ahab answered him with the shrewd retort: 


“Let not him that girdeth on his harness boast himself as he 
that putteth it off.” (I Kings 20: 11.) 


Ahab’s message was delivered to Ben-hadad while he 
and the thirty-two kings allied with him were drinking 
themselves drunk in their tents. An attack against Israel 
was immediately ordered as the Syrian army prepared for 
the conflict. Meanwhile, a prophet of the Lord had gone to 
Ahab and informed him that God would deliver the enemy 
er his hands so that he might know that the Lord is 


“And, behold, there came a prophet unto Ahab king of 
Israel, saying, Thus saith the Lord, Hast thou seen all this great 
multitude? Behold, I will deliver it into thine hand this day; 
and thou shalt know that I am the Lord. And Ahab said, By 
whom? And he said, Thus saith the Lord, Even by the young 
men of the princes of the provinces. Then he said, Who shall 
order the battle? And he answered, Thou.” (I Kings 20: 13-14.) 


The princes of the provinces of Israel were numbered to 
be 232 men and they marched out at noon toward the 
camp of the Syrians. But Ben-hadad and the kings with 
him were drunk, and when it was reported to him that the 
men were coming, Ben-hadad gave the order: 

“Whether they be come out for peace, take them alive; or 
= they be come out for war, take them alive.” (I Kings 20: 


This _ this was a very foolish order and a great slaughter of 
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the Syrians resulted, which caused them to flee before 
Israel and return to their own land. Following this battle 
the prophet of the Lord informed Ahab that Ben-hadad 
would return the next year. 


Abab Lets King Escape 


A year later the Syrians massed a new army as great as 
the first and at the return of the year they came against 
Israel again. Again Ahab defeated them with great slaugh- 
ter, but Ahab foolishly let Ben-hadad escape death after 
he had taken him captive. Instead, he entered into a cov- 
enant with him and sent him home. As a result the word of 
the Lord came to Ahab through the prophet: 


“Thus saith the Lord, Because thou hast let go out of thy 
hand a man whom I appointed to utter destruction, therefore 
thy life shall go for his life, and thy people for his people.” 


(I Kings 20: 42.) 
Ahab and Naboth 


Following this rebuke Ahab returned to Samaria vexed 
and sullen. Later Ahab coveted Naboth’s vineyard which 
was beside his palace. But Naboth refused to sell it to the 
King and in his frustration he lay on his bed and refused to 
eat. His wife Jezebel, learning the cause of his sullenness, 
told him not to worry, for she would get the vineyard for 
him. Engaging false witnesses, she caused Naboth to be 
executed for treason, afterward telling Ahab that the vine- 
yard was his to possess. Ahab then went down to take pos- 
session of Naboth’s inheritance: 


‘And the word of the Lord came to Elijah the Tishbite, say- 
ing, Arise, go down to meet Ahab king of Israel, which is in 
Samaria: behold, he is in the vineyard of Naboth, whither he is 
gone down to possess it.” (I Kings 21: 17-18.) 


Abhab’s House Cursed 


When Ahab saw Elijah coming he exclaimed, “Hast 
thou found me, O mine enemy?” The truth was not pleas- 
ant to Ahab and anyone reminding him of his evil acts 
became his enemy, so the prophet of the Lord was hated by 
him. But Elijah said he had found him because he had 
done evil in the sight of the Lord. A curse was then pro- 
nounced upon Ahab and upon his house, for all his poster- 
ity was to be destroyed as were the houses of Jeroboam and 
Baasha. Elijah then said of Jezebel: 

“The dogs shall eat Jezebel by the wall of Jezreel. Him that 
dieth of Ahab in the city the dogs shall eat; and him that dieth 
in the field shall the fowls of the air eat.” (I Kings 21: 23-24.) 


The record states that there was absolutely no one who 
sold himself to do evil in the sight of the Lord as did Ahab 
because Jezebel, his wife, incited him to follow a wicked 
and idolatrous course. When Ahab heard the words of 
Elijah he was seized with great fear and rent his garments 
and began to fast in great humility before the Lord. The 
Lord then told Elijah he would not bring the evil in Ahab’s 
day but that it would come in the days of his son. 


False Prophets 


For three years there had been no war between Israel 
and Syria. In the third year the King of Judah, Jehosha- 
phat, came to Ahab, King of Israel, and said that Ramoth 
in Gilead belonged to them and should be taken from the 
King of Syria. Ahab asked Jehoshaphat if he would go with 
him against Syria. The King of Judah said that he would 
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and the two took counsel together to inquire of the Lord 
concerning such an adventure. 

Ahab assembled the prophets of Israel, about 400 of 
them, and asked them if God would prosper the contem- 
plated campaign? All the prophets declared that God 
would be with the King and for him to go up to battle 
against Ramoth-gilead. But Jehoshaphat was not satisfied 
and he asked Ahab: 


“Is there not here a prophet of the Lord besides, that we 
might enquire of him?” (I Kings 22: 7.) 


The King of Judah was well aware of the fact that the 
prophets of Ahab were telling the King what they felt he 
wanted to hear and he mentally questioned the effective- 
ness of their prophecies. Ahab replied, saying there was a 
man by the name of Micaiah through whom they might 
inquire of the Lord, but he added, “‘I hate him; for he doth 
not prophesy good concerning me, but evil.” 

Elijah was an enemy and Micaiah was hated because 
both told the truth that condemned Ahab’s evil ways. 
However, the King of Judah insisted that Micaiah be 
called. 

Ahab and Jehoshaphat were each sitting on his throne, 
arrayed in their royal robes at the gate of Samaria. All the 
prophets were engaged in ecstatic prophecy before them. 
One of them, Zedekiah by name, had made for himself 
horns of iron and he proclaimed to the King, “‘With these 
you shall gore the Syrians until they are destroyed.”” Unan- 
imously the prophets prophesied, saying: 

“Go up to Ramoth-gilead, and prosper: for the Lord shall 
deliver it into the king’s hand.” (I Kings 22: 12.) 


Micaiah’s Prophecy 


A messenger was sent to bring Micaiah to Ahab and he 
told the prophet that all the other prophets were speaking 
good things to the King and he advised him to do likewise. 
In modern days this would be called a tip-off and in all 
probability was given upon orders from Ahab. But Micaiah 
said he could only speak what the Lord would say unto 
him. When Micaiah stood before Ahab, the King asked 
him whether or not he should go up to Ramoth-gilead to 
battle and, mimicking the false prophets, Micaiah repeated 
their advice. Evidently Ahab recognized that the prophet 
was being sarcastic, for he demanded how many times he 
must adjure him to speak nothing but the truth in the 
name of the Lord. Then Micaiah said: 


“I saw all Israel scattered upon the hills, as sheep that have 
not a shepherd: and the Lord said, These have no master: let 
them return every man to his house in peace.” (I Kings 22: 17.) 


Ahab turned to Jehoshaphat and reminded him that he 
had said this man would not prophesy anything good 
concerning him but only evil. Then Micaiah stated: 


“I saw the Lord sitting on his throne, and all the host of 
heaven standing by him on his right hand and on his left. And 
the Lord said, Who shall persuade Ahab, that he may go up 
and fall at Ramoth-gilead? And one said on this manner, and 
another said on that manner. And there came forth a spirit, 
and stood before the Lord, and said, I will persuade him. And 
the Lord said unto him, Wherewith? And he said, I will go 
forth, and I will be a lying spirit in the mouth of all his prophets. 
And he said, Thou shalt persuade him, and prevail also: go 
forth, and do so.” (I Kings 22: 19-22.) 


Micaiah then announced to the King that all the proph- 
282 


ets standing before him telling him that he would be suc- 
cessful had a lying spirit in their mouths. When he said this 
Zedekiah, the prophet who had made the horns of iron, 
struck Micaiah upon his cheek, asking him in mockery 
which way the Spirit of the Lord went from him to speak 
with Micaiah. The prophet replied, telling Zedekiah that 
he would know when he went into an inner chamber to 
hide himself. 

Ahab commanded that Micaiah be seized and thrown 
into prison where he was to be fed a scant supply of bread 
and water until the King returned in peace. Micaiah said 
that if Ahab returned in peace, it would be evidence that 
the Lord had not spoken through him. However, the 
prophet turned and addressed the people, ““Hearken, O 
people, every one of you.” Evidently his words were a 
command that they watch for and take warning from the 
outcome of the day’s happenings. 


Ahab’s Death 


The two kings went up to battle and Ahab wore a dis- 
guise, but a man drew a bow at a venture and shot the 
King of Israel between the jointed pieces and the breast- 
plate of his armor. Ahab commanded his charioteer to 
drive him out of the battle, for he was wounded. The King 
held himself upright in his chariot throughout the re- 
mainder of the day but died at eventide. When word of the 
King’s death passed through the army, the cry went out for 
each man to return to his city, for the King was dead. 


Elijah and Abaziah 


Ahab was taken to Samaria for burial there and his son 
Ahaziah reigned in his stead. Ahaziah fell through a lattice 
in his upper chamber in Samaria and became ill as a re- 
sult. He sent messengers to Baal-zebub, the god of Ekron, 
to inquire whether he would recover from this sickness. 
Elijah met the messengers upon instructions from the 
Lord and asked them if it was because there was no God in 
Israel that they were going to inquire of Baal-zebub, the 
god of Ekron? He then told them to return to the King 
and tell him he would certainly die. When the messengers 
reported this to Ahaziah and described the prophet, the 
King said it was Elijah the Tishbite. Then he sent a com- 
mander with fifty men to take the prophet prisoner. Elijah 
sat on the top of a hill and the commander demanded: 


“Thou man of God, the king hath said, Come down.” (II 
Kings 1: 9.) 

Here is another example of the fact that there was ap- 
parently little genuine faith in God remaining in Israel. 
The instance involving Micaiah the Prophet indicated 
that there were so many false prophets in the land that 
the people had little or no respect for any prophet. Thus, a 
miraculous demonstration of God’s power in behalf of 
Elijah was again necessary: 


“And Elijah answered and said to the captain of fifty, If I be 
a man of God, then let fire come down from heaven, and con- 
sume thee and thy fifty. And there came down fire from heaven, 
and consumed him and his fifty.”” (II Kings 1: 10.) 


A second company came and they were destroyed in 
the same way. Then a third company came and the com- 
mander pleaded with Elijah to spare him and his men. 
The Angel of the Lord told the prophet it was safe for him 
to go with this company, so Elijah went with them to the 
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King. He chided the King for seeking information from 
Baal-zebub and then he confirmed the message he had 
previously given to the messengers that the King would 
surely die. Ahaziah died as Elijah predicted, and because 
he had no son, Jehoram, his brother and the son of Ahab, 
became king. 

It was about this time that the translation of Elijah took 
place as recorded in chapter two of the second book of 
Kings. Elisha, the companion of Elijah, was thereafter 
established as head of the School of the Prophets and car- 
ried out his mission during the following years. 


The Sins of Jeroboam 


Jehoram did evil in the sight of the Lord but not to the 
extent of his notorious father and mother. While he did 
put away the image of Baal, nevertheless, he followed the 
sins of Jeroboam, the son of Nebat, who made Israel to sin 
by setting up the golden calves in Dan and Bethel for 
them to worship. Evidently the religious ritual established 
at the time the golden calves were set up became so en- 
trenched in the land that no king of Israel interfered with 
the carrying on of this form of idolatry by the people. 
Without exception, the kings of Israel who followed 
Jeroboam accepted the presence of the golden calves, 
although many of them did move against Baalism. Be- 
cause no king in Israel, upon coming to the throne, had 
the courage to attack the source of idolatry in the land, 
the account records of them all that they did not depart 
from the sin of Jeroboam -who caused Israel to sin. This 
fact alone establishes the responsibility of a ruler for evil 
in the land if he does nothing whatever to eradicate the 
conditions causing the people to sin. 

Moab had rebelled against Israel after the death of 
Ahab and Jehoram, with Jehoshaphat, King of Judah, 
and the King of Edom moved against Moab in war. They 
made a circuitous journey of seven days by way of the 
desert of Edom and found no water. Because they were 
greatly disturbed over their desperate situation, these 
three kings went to Elisha to inquire of the Lord concern- 
ing what they could do. When they came to the prophet, 
Elisha told the King of Israel to go to the prophets of his 
father, but he refused. Then Elisha said: 

“As the Lord of hosts liveth, before whom I stand, surely, 
were it not that I regard the presence of Jehoshaphat the king 
— I would not look toward thee nor see thee.” (II Kings 3: 
14. 

Presence of the Righteous 


The presence of a righteous man, the King of Judah, 
saved the situation for the Kings of Israel and Edom. Had 
he not been there, God would not have intervened to save 
the army from the perilous circumstances in which they 
found themselves. What was true then has been true 
throughout the course of history, for the presence of the 
righteous has been the one factor that has often prevented 
overwhelming disaster from coming upon a community 
or a people. 

Elisha commanded that a minstrel be brought to play 
before him and as he played, the word of the Lord came 
to the prophet, who then said: 

“Thus saith the Lord, Make this valley full of ditches. For 
thus saith the Lord, Ye shall not see wind, neither shall ye see 
rain; yet that valley shall be filled with water, that ye may 


— both ye, and your cattle, and your beasts.” (II Kings 3: 
16-17.) 
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Moabites Defeated 


Furthermore, Elisha declared that God would deliver 
the Moabites into their hands and they would destroy 
their land. Suddenly, in the morning, water came from the 
direction of Edom and the land was filled with water. 
When the Moabites heard that the kings had come out to 
fight against them, the full manpower of their nation was 
sent to the border. When the sun arose they saw the water 
in the valley as red as blood and they said: 

“This is blood: the kings are surely slain, and they have 
smitten one another: now therefore, Moab, to the spoil.” (II 
Kings 3: 23.) 

When the Moabites arrived at the camp, bent upon 
taking great spoil, the armies of Israel and their allies at- 
tacked them and decisively defeated them. 


Elisha Aétive 


During these years Elisha was very active as a prophet 
and a full account of his work is given in ““The Mantle of 
the Prophet,” Documentary Studies, Volume II, pp. 319 to 
338. During this time Naaman, Captain of the army of 
Syria, came to Samaria to be cured of leprosy. Later, 
when the King of Syria warred against Israel, Elisha 
warned the King of Israel of the ambush prepared for 
him. The King of Syria could not understand how the 
King of Israel knew every time he lay in ambush for him, 
but one of his servants told him that Elisha the Prophet 
told the King of Israel the words that he spoke in his 
chamber. The King of Syria tried to take Elisha prisoner, 
but the army he sent for this purpose was stricken with 
blindness and Elisha led them right into the center of 
Samaria. 


Elisha’s Life Threatened 


At a later time, when Ben-hadad, King of Syria, be- 
seiged Samaria, a terrible famine afflicted the city. The 
King of Israel was passing along the wall one day when a 
woman appealed to him for help. In their crazed despera- 
tion for food she and another woman had made a bargain 
to slay their sons. Her son had been slain and eaten, but 
the other woman, who was to slay her son the next day, 
had hidden him. When the King heard of this cannibal- 
ism, he rent his garments and went about in mourning. 
Blaming Elisha for the grim conditions all around him, he 
vowed: 

*“God do so and more also to me, if the head of Elisha the son 
of Shaphat shall stand on him this day.” (II Kings 6: 31.) 


Syrians Flee 


When the King came to Elisha, the prophet promised 
that the next day at about the same time the famine would 
be broken. That night God caused the Syrians encamped 
against Samaria to hear the noise of a great army coming 
against them. They thought that Israel had hired the kings 
of the Hittites and of Egypt to come and raise the siege, 
so they arose and fled, leaving their camp intact. When 
news of this reached the people of Samaria they went out 
and plundered their tents, for the Syrians in their haste 
had taken nothing with them, leaving all their food, as 
well as their animals, behind. 


Jehu Made King 


Elisha sent a young man of the order of the prophets to 
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anoint Jehu to be King over Israel. The young man came 
to Ramoth-gilead where the commanders of the army 
were in session. He called Jehu aside and, anointing him 
with oil, announced: 


“Thus saith the Lord God of Israel, I have anointed thee king 
over the people of the Lord, even over Israel. And thou shalt 
smite the house of Ahab thy master, that I may avenge the 
blood of my servants the prophets, and the blood of all the 
servants of the Lord, at the hand of Jezebel. For the whole 
house of Ahab shall perish.” (II Kings 9: 6-8.) 


Death of Jezebel 


Immediately following the anointing of Jehu the young 
man fled as Elisha had instructed him to do. Jehu told his 
companions what had taken place and they proclaimed 
him king at once. Leading a revolt against Jehoram (also 
called Joram), King of Israel, who was at Jezreel recuper- 
ating from wounds received in battle, Jehu went to Jezreel 
and slew him. He also slew Ahaziah, King of Judah, who 
was visiting Jehoram at the time. As Jehu rode into Jez- 
reel, Jezebel, the wife of Ahab, learned of his coming and, 
preparing herself to meet him, she appeared at a window 
to fling out what proved to be her final challenge, ““Had 
Zimri peace, who slew his master?” Jehu called for those 
with Jezebel to throw her out of the window and he drove 
over her with his chariot, trampling her under foot. Later, 
when he ordered her buried, it was found that the dogs 
had destroyed her body in fulfillment of Elijah’s prophecy: 


“In the portion of Jezreel shall dogs eat the flesh of Jezebel: 
And the carcase of Jezebel shall be as dung upon the face of 
the field in the portion of Jezreel; so that they shall not say, 
This is Jezebel.” (II Kings 9: 36-37.) 


Baal Worshippers Destroyed 


Jehu proceeded with the execution of all who were left 
of the house of Ahab, together with his kinsmen, his friends 
and priests, for he left none of them alive. After this he 
called for a great feast to Baal, demanding upon pain of 
death that all the priests and worshippers of Baal gather 
together for the occasion. He did this with deliberate 
cunning in order that he might destroy all those who had 
turned to Baal worship. Following the slaughter of the 
priests and worshippers of Baal, he demolished the sacred 
pillar of Baal and turned the House of Baal into a lavatory. 

Because Jehu did all this, the Lord indicated to him that 
his sons to the fourth generation would rule in Israel. 
Nevertheless, Jehu was not obedient to the laws of the 
Lord and God raised up strong opposition to the House 
of Israel in enemies that harassed them. Too, while Jehu 
exterminated Baal worship in Israel, he failed to move 
against the evil established by Jeroboam by the erection 
of the golden calves which the people were worshipping. 
Jehu reigned twenty-eight years and upon his death he 
was buried in Samaria. 


Death of Jehu 


After the death of Jehu his son Jehoahaz reigned for 
seventeen years in Samaria over the House of Israel. 
But he did evil in the sight of the Lord and the anger of 
the Lord was kindled against Israel. He delivered them 
into the hands of Hazael, King of Syria. The oppression 
was very severe and Jehoahaz entreated the Lord’s favor, 
who gave them a deliverer so that they could escape from 
the hands of the Syrians. However, the account states 
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that, although the Lord had delivered them from their 
enemy, the people did not turn to him but continued 
to walk in the sins of Jeroboam. 

Upon Jehoahaz’s death his son Joash (sometimes called 
Jehoash) began to reign over Israel. But he also did evil 
in the sight of the Lord by not departing from the sins of 
Jeroboam. He reigned sixteen years and was King in 
Israel when Elisha died. Just before the death of the 
prophet, Joash came to him and wept because Elisha, who 
had been a great spiritual power in Israel, was dying. 

Elisha prophesied that Joash would smite the Syrians 
and he told him to strike the ground with his arrow. The 
King struck the ground three times and then stopped. 
Elisha was angry with him and said: 

“Thou shouldest have smitten five or six times; then hadst 
thou smitten Syria till thou hadst consumed it: whereas now thou 
shalt smite Syria but thrice.” (II Kings 13: 19.) 


Israel and Judah 


It is most important to recognize the clear distinction 
that the record makes between Judah and Israel and be- 
tween the line of kings ruling in Jerusalem and those who 
ruled in Samaria. Some of the kings ruling over Judah 
and Israel bore the same names, but the account clearly 
records this and designates whether it is the name of a 
king in Judah or in Israel. The following illustrates the 
fact that kings of the same name ruled over both houses: 

“In the second year of Joash son of Jehoahaz king of Israel 
reigned Amaziah the son of Joash king of Judah.” (II Kings 14: 
1.) 

Thus, there was a Joash, King of Israel, and a Joash, 
King of Judah. Amaziah, King of Judah, challenged 
Joash, King of Israel, who tried to counsel the King of 
Judah to refrain from attacking him. But Amaziah would 
not listen to the advice of Joash and the King of Israel 
defeated him in battle. Joash then went to Jerusalem, 
tore down some of the wall of the city and took away much 
of the treasure out of the Temple. 

Upon the death of Joash, King of Israel, Jeroboam, his 
son, reigned in his stead. He reigned forty-one years but 
did evil in the sight of the Lord, following the sins of his 
namesake Jeroboam, the first king in Israel. Upon the 
death of Jeroboam, Zachariah, his son, reigned in his 
stead. He reigned in Samaria for six months and did evil 
in the sight of the Lord. Shallum conspired against him 
and, after slaying him, seized the throne. Thus was ful- 
filled the word of the Lord to Jehu that his sons would sit 
upon the throne in Israel until the fourth generation. 

Menahem killed Shallum, whose reign lasted one 
month, and reigned in his stead. He reigned for ten years 
and also did evil in the sight of the Lord. Pul, the King of 
Assyria, came against the land of Israel and Menahem 
gave Pul a thousand talents of silver in tribute to confirm 
his rule over Israel. This money was collected from the 
wealthy men in Israel and Pul withdrew from the land. 
Upon the death of Menahem, Pekahiah, his son, came to 
the throne in Israel. He reigned two years and did evil in 
the sight of the Lord. Pekah, one of his captains, conspired 
against him and slew him in Samaria and reigned there- 
after twenty years. But he also did evil in the sight of the 
Lord. 


Beginning of Captivity 
It was in the days of Pekah, King of Israel, that Tiglath- 
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pileser, King of Assyria, carried away a large number 
from Israel to Assyria into captivity. Then Hoshea con- 
spired against Pekah, slew him and reigned nine years. 
But like those before him, he, too, did evil in the sight of 
the Lord. 

The time was now at hand when the Lord was to send 
the whole House of Israel away into a long period of cap- 
tivity and chastisement because of their sins, for they had 
repeatedly refused to put away their idols, turn to Him 
and keep His laws. When Hoshea, King of Israel, refused 
to continue to pay tribute to Assyria, Shalmanezer, then 
King of Assyria, found him guilty of conspiracy since 
Hoshea had sent messengers to Egypt for assistance in 
his revolt. Shalmanezer took Hoshea prisoner, having 
beseiged Samaria for three years and captured the city: 


“In the ninth year of Hoshea the king of Assyria took Samaria, 
and carried Israel away into Assyria, and placed them in Halah 
and in Habor by the river of Gozan, and in the cities of the 
Medes.” (II Kings 17: 6.) 


Reason For Deportation 


A study of the history of the House of Israel from the 
time of the revolt from the rule of the House of David to 
this great deportation is a record of idolatry and disobedi- 
ence to God. The record of its line of kings is a roster of 
wickedness. Commenting upon the deportation of the 
House of Israel, the writer of II Kings reflects upon the 
causes for the fall of Israel and why God allowed them to 
be carried away: 


“Now this came about because the Israelites had sinned 
against the Lord their God, who had brought them up from the 
land of Egypt from the control of Pharaoh, king of Egypt, and 
had feared other gods, and walked in the statutes of the nations 
whom the Lord dispossessed before the Israelites. And the 
Israelites uttered things that were not right against the Lord 
their God and built for themselves high places in all their cities, 
from the watchtower even to the fortified city, and set up for 
themselves pillars and Asherahs on every high hill and under 
every spreading tree, and offered sacrifices there on all the high 
places as did all the nations whom the Lord had carried away 
captive before them, and they did evil things, thus provoking 
the Lord to jealousy. They also served idols, in regard to which 
the Lord had said to them, ‘You shall not do this thing.’ Yet the 
Lord testified to Israel and Judah by all his prophets and seers, 
saying, “Turn from your evil ways and keep my commandments 
and my statutes according to all the law which I commanded 
your fathers and which I sent to you by my servants, the proph- 
ets.” However, they would not listen, but were wilful, as were 
their fathers, who did not believe in the Lord their God. More- 
over they rejected his statutes and his covenant which he made 
with their fathers, and his testimonies which he testified to them, 
and followed vanity and became vain in accordance with the 
nations who were round about them, concerning whom the 
Lord had commanded them that they should not do like them. 
And they forsook all the commandments of the Lord their God 
and made for themselves molten images, even two calves, and 
made an Asherah and worshipped all the host of the heavens 
and served the Baal. They also made their sons and their daugh- 
ters pass through the fire, and used divination and sorcery, and 
sold themselves to do evil in the sight of the Lord, thus provoking 
him to jealousy. Therefore the Lord was exceedingly angry 
with Israel and removed them out of his sight; there was nothing 
left but the tribe of Judah only. Also Judah did not keep the 
commandments of the Lord their God, but walked in the statutes 
of Israel which they made, so that the Lord rejected the whole 
Israelitish stock and afflicted them and gave them over to 
Plunderers until he had cast them out of his sight. And when 
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he had torn Israel from the house of David and they had made 
Jeroboam, the son of Nebat, king, Jeroboam drove Israel from 
following the Lord and caused them to commit great sin. So 
the Israelites walked in all the sins of Jeroboam which he had 
committed; they departed not from them, until the Lord removed 
Israel out of his sight, as he spoke by all his servants the prophets. 
So Israel has been carried away out of their own land to Assyria 
up to this day.” (II Kings 17: 7-23, Smith & Goodspeed Trans.) 


A Coming ReStoration 


With the passing of the centuries, the descendants of 
the House of Israel lost their identity, all contacts with 
the land of their ancestry having been severed, and the 
world at large assumed they were Gentiles, among whom 
they were numbered. Though blind to their identity, 
nevertheless, they have been carrying out in their history 
the predicted course they were to follow throughout the 
centuries. Leaving the land of their captivity in Assyria, 
they took up their westward trek, passing through southern 
and central Europe to the Isles of the Sea. Then, westward 
beyond the seas, they spread out into the wilderness of the 
North American continent to inherit the desolate heritages 
of the earth. 

Because modern scholars have failed to recognize this, 
they but follow the House of Israel into Assyria and there 
they leave them. However, if the people of the House of 
Israel became absorbed among other peoples, and are not 
a great people in the world today, the promises of God to 
their forefathers have failed. Because our God is a cov- 
enant-keeping God, we know His promises have not failed, 
so the task at hand is to locate the people today who are 
the descendants of the House of Israel — a people who 
will possess all the marks of identification by which the 
House of Israel was to become known in the latter days. 

The intervening vicissitudes of trial and tribulation 
which afflicted His disobedient people, to bring them to 
repentance so that they might again shoulder their fore- 
ordained responsibilities and fulfill their destiny, are re- 
ported by the prophets who take up the account where 
the historians leave it. Later on Paul, knowing the whole 
thrilling story, said in Romans 11: 15: 

“If their rejection has meant the reconciling of the world, 


what can the acceptance of them mean but life from the dead?” 
(Smith & Goodspeed Trans.) 


Ferrar Fenton translates this: 

“For if their dispersion re-unites a world, what will their 
re-union be but life from death?” 

The Greek word proslepsis, translated “receiving,” “‘ac- 
ceptance” and “re-union,” according to the version used, 
means “‘a receiving to one’s self.” It therefore indicates a 
day coming when God will receive Israel to Himself and 
thus reveal them as His people to all the world in a great 
restoration. Through Hosea (Hosea 2: 23) the Lord de- 
clares of that time: “And I will say to them which were 
not my people, Thou art my people; and they shall say, 
Thou art my God.”
